New York, October 10.—James RB. 
Duke, the “king” of the tobacco in- 
dustry and one of the wealthiest men 
in the United States, who died to- 
night, left behind him huge business 
interests, an imposing retord of phil- 
anthrophy and what has been called 
the finest privhte estate in the world. 

During the day, the terrific gale 
had damaged many of the valuable 
shrubs and plants on the wonderful 
2,000-acre Duke estate at Hills- 
borough, N. J., and Duke university, 
the pride of the elderty capitalist’s 
heart, had been defeated at football 
by North Carolina, 48 to 0. 

Duke owed his success to himself. 
At 18 he was made a partner in the 
firm of Duke Brothers, then a small 
concern, and came to New York in 

, organizing the great American 
Tobacco company then, and remain- 
ing its president until 1912. His 
genius as a financier brought’ the 
company to its present importance. 
He also founded and controlled other 
large tobacco concerns. 

His Hilsborough Estate. 

The Duke estate in Hillsborough 

consists of. beautiful terraces, foun

tains, artificial lakes, artificial pro- 
mentories, woods. conservatories, stat- 
uary and summer houses—the whole 


making one vast park, on the devel- 
opment of which the tobacco king had 
spent millions of dollars. 

The estate contains about 20 miles 
of private macadum roads. ‘The con- 
servatories are among the largest in 
the country, and export about 10,000 
orchids to the New York market every 
season. <A private pumping station 
pumps and filters 25,000,000 gallons 
of water a year from the Raritan river 
for the multitude of artificial lakes, 
streams and fountains. 

The estate, like the Duke fortune 
itself, had a humble beginning. Al- 
most 30 years ago, the well-to-do to- 
bacco man from the south purehased 
from the president of a local bank a 
farm of about 100 acres. It was a 
hobby then. He built a big home on 
ithe property and took up truck farm- 
ing. He tired of this and took up 
horse breeding, causing large stables 
to be erected in back of the residence, 
and a private race track in front. 

Man of Many Hobbies. 

He tired of this, too, for he was a 
man of many hobbies. He took to 
raising eattle, and at one time had 
some of the finest Guernsey herds in 
the country. But he also tired of 
this, and had the stables torn down. 

sy this time Duke had greatly en- 
larged the place, buying up adjacent 
farms from time to time. He became 
captivated with the idea of making 
the estate into a great park, the great-

stainers and stone layers from abroad, 
and set them to work. ‘The place, 
for several years, was a litter of 
steam shovels, donkey engines, pump- 
ing stations, workhouses and bagged 
nursery plants. What emerged was 
the present estate. 
Mania for Statuary. 

Tle had a mania for statuary. The 
estate contains hundreds of statues of 
various types and sizes, most of them 
imported. In the winter these are en- 
eased in little wooden houses, but 
they are never removed, A few years 
before the outbreak of the world war, 
he had a statue of the late President 
McKinley, of whom he was an ardent 
admirer, cast in bronze, in Florence, 
Italy. The statue was about three 
times human size. Even after he got 
it here, Mr. Duke spent thousands of 
dollars getting the location and ap- 
proach that suited him, changing both 
several times. 

At one time he opened up this huge 
place to the general public. The gen- 
eral public murdered the privilege. 
The magnificent estate, within a few 
months, was invaded daily by auto- 
mobilists who picked flowers, aip- 
rooted plants, and littered the lawns 
with crumbled balls of tissue paper, 
discarded shoe boxes and empty beer 
bottles. They eluttered up the roads. 
Duke himself was fond of traveling 
around the estate behind two spank- 
ing horses, and frequently he was 
cursed by automobile drivers for get- 
ting in their way. 

Closed to Outsiders. 

Consequently, he closed the place 
to outsiders. Several public roads 
still run through parts of the estate, 
and from these many of the water- 
falls and sweeping lawns can be seen: 
but the real beauty spots are reached 
; only by private roads which are now 
all heavily gated. A large corps of 
specially trained stone layers was 
brought from Italy to construct a 
wall around most of the estate. 

Duke usually spent the fall and the 
spring at Hillsborough, the’ summer 
in Newport and the winter in North 
Carolina. It is understood that Mrs. 
Duke, who was a widow, and Duke’s 
second wife, did not care greatly for 
the great estate at Hillsborough, and 
the millionaire had been coming here 
less frequently of late years,

Before leaving for the _ prison, 
Worthington made a will, in which 
he lest $1,000,000 to Jane Allen; an- 
other million to Mrs. John Rogers, 
of New Rochelle, N. Y., another 
daughter; $200,000 to Helen, Mrs. 
Rogers’ daughter, and $25,000 to Dr. 
Ronald McGibben, his Los Angeles 
physician. 

At one time Worthington was head 
of 27 large banks. Somewhere in the 
distant past he is said to have served 
n two-year sentence at Sing Sing. He 


began his fortune building on a Sd 
bet on a horse race, it is said. Ilis 
first venture into irregular financial 
deals is said to have been in the gro- 
cery business, in which he later was 
convicted of operating a confidence 
game.

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the tobacco industry began a few 
years after the Civil war, when his 
father, Washington Duke, established 
the plant which proved to be the nu- 
cleus of the huge tobacco firm in later 
years, 

Known Around World. 

The Duke firm later became an in- 
stitution known around the world. 
The father took his two sons, Benja- 
min N. and James I. Duke, into the 
business with him. When James, the 
younger son, was 18 vears of age, his 
father turned the active management 
of the business over to him. ‘The busi- 
ness grew rapidly, and in 1890 Mr. 
Duke formed the American Tobacco 
company, taking in numerous other 
concerns. Some years later, the com- 
pany was attacked as a monopoly, 
and in 1911, following suit by the 
government under the Sherman anti- 
trust law, was dissolved. Mr. Duke, 
who had been president of the Ameri- 
can Tobacco company, became chair- 
man of the board of the British-Ameri- 
ean Tobacco company, one of the sub- 
sidaries, continuing in this office for 
a number of years. 

Meanwhile, he had become more 
and more interested in development 
of water power and gradually sev- 
ered his active connection with the 
tobaceo business. His efforts result- 
el in the organization of what is 
now the Southern Power System in 
North Carolina and. South Carolina 
and the harnessing of the Saguenay 
river in Canada. 

He was a heavy investor in south- 
ern cotton mills, Which made 
the power developed by his hydro- 
electric plants, and in electric rail- 
Ways serving the territory. 

Sought Cheaper Fertilizer. 

The development of the water pow- 
er of the Saguenay river was part of 
Mr. Duke’s plan for the manufacture 
of cheap fertilizer. He hoped to 
work out a process for obtaining 
phosphate from the rock by means 
of electricity, a method which he be- 
lieved would be much cheaper than 
the acid method generally employed. 
To further his efforts along this line, 
Mr. Duke acquired a Florida phos- 
phate mine and also became interest- 
el in the American Cyanamid com- 
pany, a successful nitrogen produc- 
ing company. While the whole 
scheme was not immediately success- 
ful, due to the fact that the process 
of extracting phosphate by electricity 
was not commerically successful, Mr. 
Duke had not abandoned faith that 
it ultimately could be worked out. 

In 1924, he established the Duke 
endowment, for which he | set aside 
$40,000,000. This was the crystalli- 
zation of ideas which Mr. Duke had 
had in mind for many years. ‘The 
trustees were empowered to expend 
$6,000,000 in acquiring lands, erect- 
ing buildings and otherwise extending 
the activities of Trinity college at 
Durham, N. C., an institution in which 
the elder Duke had been much inter- 
ested. The trust deed provided that 
the name of the institution should be 
changed to Duke university as a fit- 
ting memorial to the father, Wash- 
ington Duke, and the family. 

Division of Estate. | 

Thirty-two per cent of the income 
from the trust fund was given to the 
university, a like portion was set aside 
for maintaining and securing hospit- 
als primarily in the states of North 
Carolina and South Carolina, and oth- 
er sums for the benefit of white and 
negro orphans in the two states, for 
aiding in the construction of Method- 
ist Episcopal churches in rural sec- 
tions of North Carolina, for pension- 
ing superannuated preachers, for the 
use of Davidson college at Davidson, 
N. C., a Presbyterian institution; for 
Furman university, a Baptist institu- 
tion at Greenville, S. C., and for the 
John C. Smith university for negroes 
at Charlotte, N. C. 


For many years, Mr. Duke made 
his home at Somerville, N. J., where 
he maintained an esate of some 3,000 
acres, which until recently was open 
to the public. The estate was adorned 
with massive bridges, more than 40 
fountains and numerous statues. Trees 
and shrubs were brought frem all 
parts of the world and placed about 
the grounds. He also had a residence 
in New York city, one at Newport, 
R. L., known as “Rough Point,” and 
still another at Charlotte, N. C., where 
he often spent the winters. 

Always an ardent republican and 
believer in a high tariff, Mr. Duke 
was a great admirer of President Mc- 
Kinley. A mammoth bronze statue of 
McKinley stands in a conspicuous po- 
sition on Duke Farms, the Somerville, 
N. J., estate.

Mrs. Dan C. Lyle, of College 
Park, the new president, took charge 
of the-closing session at the Henry 
Grady hotel. Miss Eleonore Raoul, 
of Atlanta; Mrs. L. C. Algee, of Col- 
lege Park; Mrs. Alee Harris, of 
Rome; Mrs. F. M. McIntire and Mrs. 
C. D. Russell, of Savannah, compose 
the newly-elected board of directors. 

Four measures, declared to he of vi- 
tal concern to the state of Georgia, 
were adopted by the league for con- 
eentrated work during the coming 
year. They are the children’s code 
commission bill, a bill to raise the 
age of consent in Georgia from 14 
to 16 years, consideration of the feas- 
ibility of a constitutional convention 
and the county and city home rule 
bill. The last measure was adopted 
as a result of a report made by Dr 
Preston Brooks, of the University of 
Georgia, in which he stated that the 
present legislature is an unwieldy and 
ineffective body and not truly repre- 
sentative.

10 Octogenarians Celebrate 


54TH ANNIVERSARY TO BE OBSERVED FITTINGLY 


T oday Chicago Fire of 1871 


BY OSTIS PEABODY SWIFT 

Chicago, October 10.—Ten sturdy 
octogenarians will assemble tomorrow 
afternoon to celebrate the 54th anni- 
versary of the great, Chicago fire of 
S7 

They are the sole survivors of the 
hundreds of firemen who battled the 
devastating blaze as it roared north- 


two days after Mrs. O'Leary's cow 
had kicked over the famous lantern 
and started the making of history. 
Each year, the band of veterans 
grows smaller. Eleven men had plan- 
ned the Sunday gathering, but one of 
their number died early this week. 
The records of the weather bureau 
here tell of the days of fire and ter- 


ror. 

“At 10:30 p. m., an hour after the 
fire started,” the record runs, “the 
light was so intense that one could 
read the time on the city clock, a mile 
and a half distant. 

“It seemed as if the wind were 
blowing almost straight into the fire 
from all directions, with a decidedly 


whirling motion in the column of flame 


and smoke, rotating anti-clockwise, 


a great dust whirl. 
of considerable size were whirled aloft

ward through the heart of the city for 


much like the motion in a tornado or 
Blazing timbers 


and carried to the north-northeast, 
starting new fires as they fell.” 

The records of a day later tell how 
the city “was divided by a sheet of 
flame.” 

“The wind, blowing in all directions 
toward the fire, confused some peo- 
ple in their effort to escape. ‘The heat 
was intense. The buildings in front 
and at the sides of the fire began first 
to smoke from the heat radiating from 
the burning. Then, in many cases, 
without waiting for a tongue of flame 
to touch them, they would all at once 
burst into a blaze. The talk of fire- 
proof buildings in the midst of such 
a furnace is absurd. Steel was melt- 
ed in innumerable cases and stones 
and bricks were burned to powder. 

“The tess of life was greatest along 
the path of the first rush of the fire. 
Only those who died in the streets 
have been recovered. The very bones 
of those who were in the buildings 
were burned. 

“By October 11 the fire had died 
down, and refugees were returning to 
the city to search for the dead. 

“Chicago shops in the past week 
have been exhibiting yellow, faded 
posters issued by the authorities, call- 
ing for mobilization of aid and sup- 


plies in the disaster.”

Berlin, October 10.—Jewelers who 
stored stocks of imperial medals in 
their cellars seven years ago with 
the thought that they never would be 
able to sell them are dusting off the 
trinkets which suddenly have resumed 
pre-war value. . 

The boom in such gewgaws is due to 
the repeal of the law promulgated by 
the late President Ebert which for- 
bade the wearing of uniforms of the 
old imperial army. With this ban 
removed, thousands who are entitled 
to bemedalled breast and other thou- 
sands who have no title whatever to 


such decorations are buying heavily. 
No certificates are required ‘for pur- 
chase of medals. If you think you de- 
serve one, or that the grand cross of 
the Siamese white elephants would 
become you, any jeweler can provide 
the adornment. 

Iron crosses are not popular with 
those who wear medals to which they 
are not entitled, The cross is too 


severely plain to attract much atten- 
tion.

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‘Coolidge Adopts 
Waiting Policy 
On Disarmament 


BY THOMAS L. STOKES. 
Washington, October 10.-—President 
Coolidge will refrain from taking any 
action toward summoning another 
world arms limitation conference at 


this time, but will pursue a course of 
watchful waiting, with eyes on efforts 
that are being made in Europe by the 
League of Nations. 


Though urged from some quarters 


disarmament, the president feels that 
he should not interfere with a simi- 
lar move now under consideration by 
the league. If that does not material- 
ize, then it will be time for this gov- 
ernment to take the initiative, he 
feels. 
Burton Represents Coolidge. 

The views of the president in this 
particular were given to the Inter- 
parliamentary union at its closing 
session here Wednesday by Repre- 
sentative Theodore E. Burton, of 
Ohio, close friend of the chief execu- 
tive. It was an answer to several 
hints from delegates to the union that 
Coolidge should take the initiative, 


and directly in response to the state- 


ment of R. S. Hudson, member of the 
British parliament, who said the lead 
“had better come from the power to 
which we owe the summoning of the 
Washington conference.” 

“It would be an intrustion if our 
president should take the initiative, 
while efforts now being made in Eu- 
rope are in progress,”’ Burton declared. 

He called attention to the security 
pact meeting now going on at Locarno, 
Switzerland, declaring he hoped it 
would result in making arms limitation 
possible. 

“I hope that conference will open a 
new era of European peace,’ Burton 
declared. 


TURNER HOG RAISERS 
SEE LARGE PROFITS 


Ashburn, Ga., October 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Although live stock men from 
other parts of the country are offer- 
ing Turner county farmers 16 cents 
a pound gross for “feeder” hogs, 
their purchases have been but few. 
The farmers here, who are following 
the “Turner county plan” of farm- 
ing have long ago found out that the 
real profft is in “feeding out’’ their 
hogs before marketing. ‘They predict 
a greater profit this season than ever 
before. 

With abundance of feed crops in 
the fields, farmers here are just about 
as anxious to buy “feeder” hogs as 
those from elsewhere, because there 
is not sufficient stock to eat off the 
crops. 


BUSINESS FEELS 
EFFEGT OF STRIKE 


Scraton, Pa., October 10.—(#)— 
Business through the anthracite field 
where the 158.000 miners have been 
idle since September 1 is beginning 
to feel the effects of the struggle be- 
tween the operators and their men 
over the adoption of a new agree- 
ment. 

Almost everywhere there is heard 
complaint regarding business dullness 
and among merchants there is strong 
hope that an early settlement may 
be reached. Miners are reported to be 
running short of ready cash, except 
where they have children on whom 


they can depend for earning enough to | 
pay their rent and grocery bills. | 
Banks, however, report that there has 
been little withdrawal of savings ac- 
counts. 

Outside of the mir and plants 
that directly or indirectly depend upon 
them, no depression among industries 
is felt. Iron works that turn out 
large orders for the anthracite com- | 
panies are on reduced schedule and 
railroad employees handling coal ship- 


ments have been laid off or are mak- 
ing part time in exchange with freight 
and passenger crews. 

The silk mills, shirt factories, knit- 
ting mills and such establishments are 
on a steady run but have not been 
taking chances for miners to get 
places temporarily at these plants.

it means that speculation in the stock 
‘market by the big outside public has 
reached very large proportions. Com- 
pared with the market of 1901, how- 
ever, the present market is a very tame 
affair. In April of 1901 the daily 
turn-over reached 3,270,000 shares, a 
high record that still stands. Taking 
increased population and wealth into 
consideration together with the greatly 
increased number of: stocks listed, a 
turn-over of 5,270,000 shares today 
would not mean what it did in 1901. 

In the spring of 1901 lights burned 
throughout the night in the financial 
district. In efforts to keep up with 
their work clerks of stock exchange 
houses actually ate and slept in their 
offices. Before the climax was reach- 
el it became necessary for the stock 
exchange to declare a holiday to per- 
mit the office records of stock exchange 
firms to be straightened out and 
brought up to date, 

In tlhe spring of 1901 there was 
inothing less than an explosion of pub- 
lie speculation in the stock market. 
‘The papers daily carried front page 
stories of fortunes being made by hotel 
waiters. clerks, dressmakers, doorkeep- 
ers. What was behind the great out- 
jburst of public speculation in 1901? 
: ' “he answer to these 
iquestion may throw some light on the 
‘highly interesting stock market now 
being witnessed, 

The great bull stock market of 1901 
really began in IS9S. In 1S94 no 
‘less than 169 railroads representing 
lone-fifth of the country’s total railway 
imileage Were in the hands of receiy- 
lers as a result of the 1895 panic and 
conditions leading wp to it. By 1898 
| many of these roads had been success- 
‘fully reorganized. In 1893 our mer- 
chandise imports exceeded exports by 
| $18,700,000. For 1898 our exports ex- 
ceeded imports by no less than $615,- 
000,000. Part of this favorable trade 
balance resulted from crop failures 
iibroad with bumper crops here, es- 
‘pecially wheat. But in the five hard 
‘vears between 18983 and 1898 debts 
iwere paid off, operating methods were 
‘improved, working capital was accu- 
‘mulated, our business men were in a 
lposition to sell goods cheaply abroad 
us well as at home. 

In 1898 after the Spanish war was 
quickly won this country appeared to 
‘be facing a period of endless pros 
;perity. The stock market began to 
advance on industrial and railroad mer- 
izers. With the election of McKinley 
;in 1900 political uncertainties disap- 
jpeared. Then industrial companies al-

‘many separate corporations began to 


‘consolidate all over again, the United 
‘States Steel corporation being the most 


other, for control of the Northern Pa- 
cific for merger purposes caused a 


corner in Northern Pacific in May 
of 1901 which was really the peak 
of the wild stock market speculation 
beginning in 1898S. Following the 
Northern Pacific panie the stock mar- 
ket slowed down. But it did not re- 
main quiet for long. In 1902 there 
was a stock market which in spots 
was wilder than that of 1901, if the 
Northern Pacific corner is eliminated. 
Ic was all part of the same move- 
ment that started in 1898 in efforts 
of Wall street to capitalize the 
strong position of the country by sell- 
ing new stock to the public. As 
early in this movement as 1890 new 
industrial companies were incorporat- 
ed with total stock of $3,593,000.000, 
of which $2,354,000,000 was common 
shares admitted to be water. In 1898 
the railroads issued $67,000,000 new 
securities: in 1899, $107,000,000;: in 
1900, $199,000.000: in 1901, S454.,- 
0V0.000 ; in 1902, $527,000,000. 

Underwriting syndicates were form- 
ed to sell this stock to the publie. 
lor example, the syndicate formed to 
sell the stock of the United States 
Steel corporation put up $25,000,000 
cash and made itself liable up to 
$200,000,000. The $25,000,000 cash 
was returned with a dividend of 200 
per cent. 

But 1905 found the credit of the 
country tied up in these underwriting 
syndicates. J. P. Morgan referred to 
the unsold stocks as “undigested se- 
curities.” James J. Hill with his 
keen sense of humor called them “in- 
digestible securities.” Hill was right. 
An effort to unload in 1908 brouczht 
on What has gone down in history as 
the “rich man’s panic.” The public 
took its medicine quickly in the 
Northern Pacific panie of 1901. Rich 
men heavily involved in underwriting 
syndicates held on until 1903 and were 
then caught in a trap. 

From the point of view of world 
costs and world markets this country 
is nothing like as strong today as it 
was in 1898S. We not only have no 
foreign markets waiting for our 
goods but our production facilities 
greatly exceed domestic demand. - In 
accumulated wealth, however, we ac- 
tually have more money than we know 
what to do with unless.a large part 
of it is used in stock and real estate 
speculation. And that is exactly 
what is being done with it. As yet, 
however, there are no signs of weak- 
ness such as appeared in 1905 in the 
syndicates trapped in indigestible se- 
curities, 

It is possible that a ten point break 
in the stock market such as oceurred 
during the month of March this year 
may come any time out of what 
seems a clear sky. However, what

The activities forced unen the peo- 
ple by the world war made it neces- 
sary for thousands to remeve from the 
outlying districts to the large munici- 
palities, and Atlanta being a great 
eenter, received perhaps more than 
her share of the influx. This caused. 
of course, a shortage of housing, which 
was made more than ever acute be- 
cause of the enforced vessation of 
building. The great fire of 1917, 
which wiped out several hundred 
dwellings added to the acuteness of 
the housing problem. 

As long as the war lasted and the 
builders were idle, the people put up 
with anything they could find in the 
way of a dwelling, often crowding 
themselves into houses and- apuart- 
ments, three and four families at a 
time.

It has re- 
sulted in the development of thou- 
sunds of acres of otherwise useiess 
land, much of which was i:: woodland 
and which was not fit even for the 
plow. 

Parcels that were nothing more than 
woods, wild and with berry patches 
and underbrush growing profusely un- 
der the majestic forest trees, were 
taken in hand by modern landscapers, 
civic improvements laid and presto! 
—like the genii of Alladin’s lamp, they 
had performed wonders. They had 
taken nature’s handiwork and render- 
ed nature herself more than ever 
beautiful! 

Realizing the great demand sure to 
come for this class of property, wide-

An innovation in this splendid resi- 
dential development is the “Estates” 
section, which has been subdivided into 
large home sites, upon which only 
the more pretentious type of dwelling: 
may be erected. Reservations in the 
deed, or sales contract for these home 
sites, distinctly restricts owners from 
erecting houses that cost less than

Many [Improvements Will 
Be Made on South Side 


The extension of Madison avenue, 
which is rapidly coming to completion 
will become one of the most impor- 
tant civic improvements to be made 
in the history of Atlanta’s south side. 
This street, when completed, will 
form the southern end of Atlanta's 
finest bonlevard, and will relieve the 
present downtown traffic arteries of 
much of the overburden of travel they 
are now being forced to carry. 

Madison avenue is connected with 
Spring street by the million dollar 
viaduct that was erected over the rail- 
road tracks a year ago, and the two 
streets connected by this bridge will 


form a trolleyless boulevard extend- 
ing from a junction with Peachtree 
street at a point near the Brookwood 
station, on the north, to a junction 
with Whitehall and Forsyth streets, 
on the south. c 

Before the county forces took up 
the work of widening Madison avenue 
and extending it to Whitehall street, 
it was a short narrow thoroughfare, 
lined on one side with large ware- 
houses and on the other side with 
tumbledown shacks. It was crooked 
and ran into another unimportant 
street. Its extension, however, will 
make it one of the most important 
arteries in the city, and will serve to 
relieve Whitehall street of much of 
the traffie that congesting that 
thoroughfare every day. 

Madison avenue will form a new 
way to reach the ‘Terminal station, 
as it joins Spring street viaduct 
at a point in front of that station. It 
will greatly aid people who wish to 
cross the city quickly in automobiles, 
as tratfic on the new boulevard will 
not be impeded with street cars, and 
much delay will be saved because of 
this fact. 

Led by J. R. Smith. 


The extension and widening of 
Madison avenue was brought about 
after much work on the part of J. Rh. 
Smith, local capitalist and real estate 
developer, and a committee of citizens 
and property owners, who kept the 
matter before council until it was 
finally authorized. The city agreed 
to pay for the right of way and for 
the damage done to property owners 
and the county of Fulton assumed the 
tusk of actually cutting the new street 
and paving it. 

The work has proceeded to the 
point at which the workers can begin 
the task of paving, which it is under- 
stood will begin within the next tew 
days. The opening of the = street 
through a part of the block between 
the present end of Madison avenue and 
Forsyth street will require the re- 
moval of several frame houses, but 
these can be wrecked in a few days’ 
time, and it is believed that the work

will be completed before 
comes, 

The widening of Madison avenue is 
one of the many improvements -that 
are in store for the south side, and it 
will be greatly needed td carry the 
extra burden of traffie that is expect- 
ed to develop in that part of the city 
as the improvements are made. The 
building of the twin viaducts over the 
railroad tracks at Central avenue and 
Pryor street; the proposed erection of 
a new city hall near the court house, 
and the erection of new schools are 
among the innovations expected for 
this section of the city. 

Many new buildings have been 
erected during the past few months 
on the south side. Among these are 
the packing plants of the Swift com- 
pany, the Armour company and the 
Cudahy company. ‘The immense ga- 
roges and warehouses that were erect- 
ed on that street, with one exception, 
have been leased, and there are prob- 
ably fewer vacancies on the south 
side than in any other part of Atlanta. 

A notable building now in course of 
construction, and which is said to 
be the finest printing plant in the 
south, is being built by the Ruralist 
Press, on Glenn street. This hand- 
some building is of granite and is 
said to be one of the most artistic 
structures in the city.

Indian Summer. 


(Indianapolis News.) 

The time of year approaches when 
versifiers rhyme “haze” with ‘“days” 
and wind up their effusions with a 
tribute to Indian summer. Just when 
the season starts and ends, whether 
it 1s continupus or an interrupted se- 
ries of manifestations, is something 
that furnishes endless argument, The 


| | . . . 
Century dictionary says that Indian 


summer is a period in autumn charac- 
terized by calm and the absence of 
rain. It continues: 

“This conditions is especially well 
manifested in the upper Mississippi 
valley, where it is in conspicuous con- 
trast with the climatic phenomena 
which precede and follow it. West of 
the belt of states lying adjacent to the 
Mississippi the rainfall is so small 
that the chief characteristic of the 
Indian summer is not exceptional 
enough to excite attention; and from 
the Mississippi valley eastward, the 
autumnal periods of calm and dry- 
ness become more and more irregular 
in their occurrence, md are, on the 
whole, of shorter duration. Hence in 
the eastern states any period of un- 
usually quiet, dry and hazy weather, 
even if it lasts only a few days, may 
be designated the Indian summer, pro- 


‘vided it occurs at any time between 
ithe middle of September and the early 


part of December. The haze which 
fills the air at such times is simply 
the dust and smoke which are. not 
blown away by the wind, but float 
near the earth's surface. The origin 
and original meaning of the name are 
unknown, notwithstanding many hy- 
potheses and much research. It ap- 
pears first in 1874 as in general use 
from Maine to Virginia and westward. 

“Three years ago the Lafayette 
Journal and Courier quoted from John 
Doddridge’s “Notes on Indian Wars 
from 1763 to 1783,” a passage identi- 
fving Indian summer as a warm, hazy 
time “after the apparent onset of 
winter.” The season struck terror to 
the early settlers, he said, because it 
usually meant another visit from 
bands of savage Indians. 

Indian summer does not mean risits 
from Indians any more, unless a wan- 
dering medicine show with an Indian 
as the chief exhibit could be so cliar- 
acterized. It caused a feeling akin 
to spring fever, whatever that may be. 
It is a lazy time of the year, with 
nature at pence, with the outdoors 
calNng and with the year getting 
ready to die as gracefully and with as 
little fuss as possible. The Chi- 
cago Tribune reprints John MeCutch- 
eon’s Indian summer carton, “by re- 
quest,” and the season is complete. 
Whether it would be real Indian sum- 
mer without the carton appearing 


'ngain is problematical and a matter

Washington, October 10.—If the 
shipping board’s defiance of President | 
Coolidge in dismissing Admiral Pal- 
mer, the president's choice as head of 
the emergency fleet, were merely a 


matter of insubordinate officials flout- 
ing the chief executive, it would be 
soon over, In fact, it would not have 


But as it stands, it is, in part, a 
dispute about prerogative between the 
president, and a body that is, in part, 
independent and semi-judicial. It is 
also a dispute between the president 
and congress as to which has author- 
ity over the independent commissions. 
As such, the issue goes deep and has 
political possibilities which will xo 
far when congress meets. 

The opposition to the president will 
join this case with changes the presi- 
dent has made, and an attitude he has 
taken on other independent and semi- 
judicial bodies, including the federal 
trade commission and the tariff com- 
mission. The combination of the cases 
provides material for a real conflict. 

Conceived As Semi-Judicial. 

The shipping board was first con- 
ceived as wholly a semi-judicial body 
analogous to the interstate commerce | 


commission. During the Wilson ad- 
ministration, Secretary McAdoo and 
some others felt there was need for 
a federal agency to regulate water 
commerce as the railroads were al- 
ready regulated. Part of the intention 
was so to regulate rates as to break 
up some of the congestion at New 
Yerk, and diffuse shipping to ports 
in other parts of the country. Partly 
for this reason, it was provided that 
the members of the commission should 
be sélected from different parts of 
the country. 

Just about the time this idea was | 
petting under way, the war came and 
it was necessary to build-an immense 
mass of shipping. Congress hurriedly 
dumped the job of building and man- 
aging this tonnage on the shipping 
board. Thereupon, the board became 
an institution that was about nine- 
tenths executive, namely, the manage- 
ment of shipping, and about one-tenth 
semi-judicial. The publie generally 
rather forgot that the shipping board 
had any other function than the ex- 
ecutive one. Apparently, President 
The executive 
function of the shipping board, the 
_management of ships, was under more 
or less constant eriticism for extrav- 
agance. Coolidge, meaning to over- 
come this, took the rather extraordi- | 
nary step that has resulted in the 
present difficulty. | 

Conference Is Called. | 


Coolidge called a conference in which | 
there was present himself, the ranking | 
republican and democratic members ot 
the senate committee on merchant ma- 
rine, and the entire shipping board. 
In the presence of all these, Coolidge 
told the shipping board it was his | 
desire that they should appoint as, so 
to speak, the general manager of the | 
vovernment’s ships, Admiral Palmer. | 
The shipping board had not up to that 
time thought of Palmer in this con- 
nection. The shipping board demurred | 
a little, but did as Coolidge requested. 

Thereafter, again at Coolidge’ re-; 
the shipping board passed reso- | 
lutions of abdication, giving to Pal- | 
mer all their own powers. Coolidge | 
was frank about it. In a letter to the 
hoard, he said: “I understood when | 
Admiral Valmer was appointed to be! 
president of the fleet corporation, that 
he was to have a free hand in its 
operation, and*it was on that under- | 
standing that 1 opposed any legisla- |

Certain Hungarian provinces are dur- 
ing the summer months Pomona’s or- 
chard and the gourmand’s paradise. 
Apricots, plums and peaches ripen in 
the sunlight as apples do in Nor- 
mandy. What can the peasants do 
with all this sugary wealth? Before 
the war they loaded it into trains 
starting for Vienna. But the peace 
treaties separated Austria and Hun- 
gary by a customs barrier. 

“Let our apricots in free.” asked 
the Budapest minister of commerce of 
his colleague at Vienna. 

“Never in the world,” the Viennese 
minister answered. ‘Apricots are a 
luxury, ill-suited to a republic bur- 
dened with 100,000 unemployed. Be- 
sides, you refuse to admit into Hun- 
gary our textile products and our 

leather goods. Let the Hungarian 
women wear our dresses and carry 
our handbags, and the ladies of Vien- 
na may eat your fruit.” 
' This Austrian reply, couched in 
-bureaucratic style, called forth an 
answer no less official from the goy- 
ernment at Budapest and conflicting 
views, together with poisonous news- 
paper articles, were exchanged with- 
out avail.

tion is kept intact in the interest of 
building operations of the management 
of the estates the work can be done 
cheaper than it would be possible for 
an individual to erect his own home.

Burning an oil flame under water 
for weeks at a time and avoiding 
most of the heat loss of an ordinary 
boiler, is the feat of Oscar Brunler, 
a Belgian scientist, says a Science 
Service letter from Brussels. By 
means of a device similar to a carbu- 
retor, a spray of crude oil mixed with 
air is blown into the burner under 
pressure. Water is kept out of the 
burner until it is hot and the fire 
is burning well. Then the water is 
allowed to rise around the flame until 
it is submerged. Once started it can 
be kept burning for months. All de- 
signs of boilers are based on the prin- 
ciple of bringing the flame of the fuel 
into the closest possible contact with 
the water in order to avoid loss of 
heat. The most efficient method is to 
have the flame directly in the water, 
and this is what Brunler has suc- 
ceeded in doing. His success is shown 
by his report to the Society of Chem- 
ical Industry. More than 60 different 
kinds of oil have ben burned, and 
boilers have worked continuously for 
months. The flame can be regulated 
completely by turning one wheel. 


While an ordinary burner seldom gives 
as much as 75 per cent of the heat, 


as determined by common methods of 
analysis, this submerged flame has 
given a heat efficiency of practically 


100 per cent for weeks at a time.

the maps of various land lots in the 
county.

the Adair hotel, or the former Ballard 


schoolhouse property, which has 
changed hands several times within 
the past few months,” 

The Adair property, whith now be- 
longs to prominent New York in- 
terests, and upon which it is expected 
a large structure will be erected, is 
in land lot 51. It is a lot 100x250 
feet, facing on Peachtree strect, about 
the middle of the block ‘north of Ellis 
street, 

Two Hundred Acres for $225. 

This property was a part of land 
lot 51, and was granted by the com- 
monwealth to Jamés R. Moore in 
1825. Mr. Moore was careless and 


did not have his deed recor@ed, but 


it was. made clear by prescription. 
The property granted to Moore was 
the land ‘lot bounded by Peachtree 
street on the west, Edgewood avenue 


on the south, Fort street on the enst 
and Baker street on the north. The 
202 1-2 acres of the lot were ‘sold by 
Moore in 1839 to James: Peyton for 
$225. This property todar includ- 
ing the Candler building, east ‘side 
of Five Points, the Nunnally corner, 
the Grand and Howard theaters, 
Equitable and much other valuable 
property, would bring untold millions. 

Peyton sold the Jand lot in 1844 
to Hardy Ivey, who was Atlanta's 
first merchant and one of her first 
realty men. Ivey built the first store 
and the first building in Atlanta, and 
he owned the entire land lot. Ivey 
died, possessed of the property, and 
his heirs agreed that their mother 
should have the land lot as Jong as 
she lived. In 1853 William Ezzard 
purchased two city lots in land lot 51 
from the Iveys, paying $400 for the 
two half acre parcels. These lots 
ran_through from Peachtree street to 
Ivy, facing 200 feet on Peachtree and 
having a depth of 450 feet. They 
were located about the middle of the 
block north of Ellis street, in the 
heart of Atlanta’s most active center. 

Oliver and Nichols purchased the 
lots from Ezzard in 1853 for $400 and 
one month later, in 1853, Oliver be- 
came owner of the entire half acre 
lot paying Nichols $500 for his part. 
Oliver then sold his half acre for $1,- 
750 one year later to A. P. Car- 
routh. In 1860, when war clouds 
were forming and real estate was not 
active, Carrouth sold his property to 
Wilson Ballard, the man who erected 
the famous Ballard Hoftse for $1,800 
nraking only fifty dallors profit on 
the half acre. In 1853 Nichols sold 
his interest in the other half acre Jot 
and other property on Ivy street for 
$1,500. The same year the Ballard 
House lot was sold to G. J. Foreacre, 
who in 1854 conveyed it to William 
Markham for $2,000, showing a large

that time. In 1859, Markham sold 
the lot to Bertrand Zackery, sold one 
of the lots on Ivy street for $650, who 
resold to John Ramsey for $750.Here 
the abstract runs into one of the lost 
books but from other deeds it was 
found that it was recorded on page 
ovt Of Book H that was stolen.

Ramsey sold to Daniel Pittman in 
1866 for $1,000 and his deed was 
also in the lost books, but he had the 
original deed and he had it re-record- 
ed, making his title clear. 
sold. to Balland the Ballard House 
lot for $1,450 and Ballard conveys 
the two and half acres running 
through from Peachtree street to Ivy 
street to A, B. Merriam for $5,000. 
This transfer was made in 1867, after 
the war was over and Atlanta had 
begun to be a little city. 

Merriam died later and willed the 
property to his sons, Charles and 
Alfred, in 1879, who held it until 1881, 
when they sold the 100 feet front on 


Peachtree and 250 feet deep to Atlanta 
Female Institute for $10,000. The 
Merriams retained 100 feet on Ivey 
street, with a depth of 200 feet. 

Mrs. J. W. Ballard conducted the

the property was sold by A. B. Badl- 
lard, who inherited the property from 
Mrs...

Ardent followers of Tech and the 
most severe eritics of football to be 
found in this territory tonight hailed 
Tech's 16-to-7 victory this afternoon

Tech didn’t beat Penn State by 
trick football. Deception of plays 


might have made ‘Tech's score greater, 


but straight football, with three 
'superb running backs and a line that 
was impregnable in the second half 
of the game washed the oval over the 
State goal twice and Ivan W illiams, 
using his head as few Tech quarter- 
backs in the last dozen years have, 
was a big factor in the drive for 
victory. He saw Wrycoff and Bar- 
ron and Murray were gaining through 
the line, and that’s where he ran 
them on play after play.

It 
was splendid and it overwhelmed 
Tech, but only during the first half. 
Lech men either learned a heap in the 
first half or were told a lot of good 
stuff for deep thought during the 
time between halves. 

_ Sought Opening. 

The first quarter was a battle for 
an opening. It was like the first 
round of a big fistic feature. Each 
team worked for the opening, cach 
trying out the strength of the other 
teams different positions. Tech 
kicked off, with Wycoff planting his 
boot in the oval for 40 yards or so. 
Lungren and Dangerfield broke 
through for a first down and started 
on their way to another first down 
when the Tech line stopped them mo- 
mentarily. Then they cut loose again 
for a flash, but Bergman was forced 
to punt. 

Tech made a likely looking drive 
for a touchdown in the first quarter 
with a drive by Barron and Wycoff 
off tackles, but the Penn State line 
held in front of the Nittany goal posts 
and Wycoff had to punt during Tech's 
drive in the first quarter. Williams 
made the first open attempt to score 
by sticking his toe in tie ball for a 
field goal from placement. His kick 
was wide, so Penn State took pos 
session of the ball. 

Penn State seemed even more pow- 
erful in second quarter, or Tech men 
weren't holding the way they did in 

the first stanza. At any rate, start- 
ng from their own 40-yard line, Penn 
‘State made one first down after an- 
other and finally scored on a forward 
pass from Pincura to Dangerfield 
that gave the Nittany crowd fully 30 
yards, It was the most spectacular 
play of the game, although it was 
matched for Tech men by Wycofi’s 
run back of Penn State's final punt, 
to Tech’s five-yard line. With two 
ends right on him, Wycoff eased out 
around right end for 15 yards before 
he was brought down. The drive of 
Penn State for a touchdown in the 
second quarter was not without a 
couple of first downs by the Tornado, 
but these first downs were not view- 


ed as dangerous to Penn f£tate hopes 
then, for the Lions held firmly after 
these flashes. 


Bergman kicked goal from place- 
ment for Penn State's seventh point 
and with it was written the end of the 
threat of Nittany Lion to the Torna- 
do. It was a game written before- 
hand, for all Tech needed was the 
time of the first half to find its pow- 
er against the eastern outfit playing 
a different kind of football from that 
of the two southern teams the Torna- 
do has breezed over this season. 

Tech’s Drive Starts. 

Bergman, the fullback who made 
Penn State’s seventh point, opened 
the way for Tech to tie the score. 
Wryeoft kicked off in the second half 
over Penn State's goal line and with- 
out trying to gain, the Penn State full- 
back booted to get the oval in Tech 
territory. His boot was the bunk, 
however, for it went straight into the 
air and came down as directly, leaving 
Tech in possession of the ball on Nit- 
tany’s 21-yard tape. Determination 
was written in the stand of Tech's 
line in the way it tore gaping holes 
in the Penn State line and the way 
the backs dashed through for yards. 
and yards. Williams went off right 
tackle for five yards and Murray 
bucked five more yards over center 
or first down. Whyeoff smashed 
through right tackle for seven yards 
and went right back for two yards 
more. Williams was stopped with 
one yard gain through tackle, but he 
made first down and the ball was on 
Penn State’s one-yard line with four 
chances to smash it over. 

Tech used just one of the four 
ehances given to make good the touch- 
down, for Captain Wvyeoff, rising to 
the oceasion and with Tech relying on 
him for six points, bucked over guard 
and eased the oval down over the 
last tape. Williams backed off and 
executed a neat kick from placement 
for the extra point, tying the score. 

This little bit of the second half 
wrote it down that Tech could not 
lose, Only b~ a complete breakdown 
of the Tech machine could the score 
be tied at the final whistle. ‘Tech 
had found itself, and that quickly. 
suddenly, as the big wind from which 
Tech takes its football nomenclature. 

Penn State kicked off after the 
touchdown and Wyecoff ran it back 40 
vards before he was brought to earth. 
In the run back of the kick-off Mr. 
Ilearn became rough a_ bit with 
Michalske, the demon, and Tech got a 
25-yard penalty, Mr. Michalske suf- 
fering divers injuries to bring the offi- 
cial curse on the Tornado.

The first semblance of an opening 
for scoring was made by Penn State 
for an attempted goal from placement. 
Bergman booted from Tech’s 30-yard 
line. The kick was far short. It gave 
Tech the ball on its own 20-yard line. 
And that is the starting point of the 
powerful offensive of the Tornado, the 
grand sweep of the stadium gridiron 
that brought victory to the south in 
the north for the first time in Tech's 
football annals. 

The Winning Marker. 

Wreoff punted out on the first 
play from the 20-yard line, buf the 
punt was short and gave Penn State 
the ball on Tech's 45-yard line as the 


quarter ended and the last lap of the | 


race was entered. Dangerfield went 
off left tackle for three yards and then 
another pass was shot out of Penn 
State’s backfield. It came down into 
Penn States arms. but bounced out, 
after it was marked up as a completed 
forward pass, and Hearn, following 
the ball like a hound on a ‘possum 
trail, pounced on it with all his 6 
feet S inches.

Auburn, Ala., October 10.—(Spe- 
cial.) —To the Tiger of the Auburn 
Plains goes the laurels of victory in

Auburn Wins Toss. 

The game got under way when Cap- 
tain “Red” Harkins won the _ toss 
and elected to kick, the Gobblers de- 
fending the south goal.

FARMERS OF BUTTS 
PLOWING STALKS 
OF COTTON UNDER 


Jackson, Ga., October 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—By far the most systematie 
and thorough campaign of cotton stalk 
destruction ever undertaken in Butts 
county is now being waged as an ef- 
‘fective means of fighting the _ boll 
weevil. Practically all cotton was 
picked out before the first of October 
‘and hundreds of farmers are either 
‘ripping up their cotton stalks or cut- 
ting them up and feeding them to 
their cattle. 

Recent showers started a new 
growth in cotton and the blooms are 
found to be full of weevils. By de- 
stroying the stalks now the weevil's 
fall and winter boarding house will 
be torn up and the insects will go into 
winter quarters less able to stand the 
hard cold, according té well-known 
agricultural authorities. Burning of 
stalks is not urged, owing to the food 
plant value that the land sorely needs.

ASSOCIATION 10 SEEK 
REPEAL OF WAR BURDEN 


T. K. Johnson, president, in an- 
nouncing the intention of the Atlanta 
Automobile association to join the 
fight for the repeal of the federal 
excise taxes on motor vehicles, points 


out that $29 will -automatically be 
sliced off the cost of the average auto- 
mobile to the consumer, if the motor- 
ists of the country succeed in their 
efforts to get a repeal of the present 
war-time sales taxes on motor yehicles 
and parts. 

The motor clubs and farm organi- 
zations have been opposing these war 
taxes from the users’ standpoint, join- 
ing with the automobile manufactur- 
ers in calling attention to the burden 
this tax imposes on low-cost trans- 
portation. 

Prices of automobiles are under pre- 
war 20 per cent less than in 1924. 
To present prices, however, are added | 
the war tax which the consumer pays. 
The automobile makers, who have de- 
veloped «production economies and 
passed the savings on to the publie, 
ask to have this federal tax burden 
removed in the belief that widespread, 
low-cost motor transportation is sound 
national economy. 

Administration leaders at Washing- 
ton have indicated that there will be 
a $350,.000,000 reduction in taxes at 
the next session of congress, Leaders 
claim the war excise tax now levied 
upon the automobile industry should 
be repealed because: 

1—It is a tax on _ ftransportation 
and is costly and difficult to admin- 
ister, 

2—It is a special tax, in 
to all the other general levies which 
motor vehicle makers and users pay. 

o—It is discriminatory. Only a few 
products were burdened with special 
War-time taxes.

Airplanes Remain Auxiliaries 


To Intantry in Future War, 


Planes Fail To Displace 
Other Arms of Service 
Is Experts’ Opinion Af- 
ter 1925 War Games. 


Editor's Note: Airplanes have not dis- 
placed other arms despite the tremendous 
propaxzanda which has been carried on 
in their favor, military observers have con- 
cluded after seeing the 1925 war games 
of Europe. Herewith the United News 
presents the second of a series of three 
stories’ on the results of the recent ma- 
nenvers in England and on the continent. 
This one deals with planes and tanks.

London, Oetober 10.—Airplanes 
soaring through the recently concluded 
army maneuvers which occurred on u 
big seale in half a dozen muropean 
countries for the first time since the 
wir have conclusively established 
their role in future warfare. Con- 
trary to general belief, airplanes are 
not primary weapons of war. They 
remain auxiliaries te the sweating, 
plugging infantryman on the ground. 

That is the conclusion of military 
observers who followed the war games 
of 1925. 

In the next war, airplanes. will 
make road transport near the front 
impossible; they will drop explosives, 
gas and smoke bombs; they will swoop 
down to raid advancing infantry with 
machine guns; and in addition to 
all this they will be the eyes of the 
army, reconnoitering and photograph- 
ing enemy territory. 

Infantry, cavalry and artillery are 
the basic forces of any army. But 
the work $f these units in future wars 
will be qualified absolutely in vietory 
or defeat by the work of the plane. 

Military experts who observed the 
war games agree on this. 

The value of the plane has been 
established. They are essential for 
observation, to photograph enemy po- 
sitions and to direct artillery fire. 
By means of gas bombs, planes could 


explosive bombs, complemented the 
at night by powerful flarebombs, raid- 
ing planes could make: roads impas- 
sable for miles behind the fighting 


| area, thus preventing troop movements 


except in open country. 

To meet the menace of swooping 
planes when they are moving through 
open country, infantry platoons will 
have an automatie rifleman detailed 
especially to spray such marauders 
with a stream of bullets. 

Lay Smoke Screens. 

Airplanes will lay smoke sereens to 
hide their own infantry from enemy 
infantry and from enemy artillery, 
but airplanes alone would not be able 
to win tactical victories, according to 
the conclusions reached from the ma- 
neuvers. Flying fighters could not de- 
feat an enemy army. This must be 
achieved by the men on the ground.

TEXT AND PRETEXT 
The Value of Good Will 


JONES, D. D. 


During the recent negotiations be- 
tween the French and American com- 
missions at Washington for the fund- 
ing of the French debt, no one seemed 
to consider the question of the value 
of “good will.” For the moment I 
am viewing the question entirely from 
the standpoint as an important part 
of its assets. It is a subtle and, in a 
sense, an imponderable value, and yet 
one which must be reckoned with in 
the final balance of accounts. It is 
the psychic attitude of the buying 
public toward a business institution. 


So important is this attitude of the 
public that every corporation today 
maintains what might be called a 
diplomatic department, sometimes 
known as “public relations,” Its 
whole purpose is to develop a friend- 
ly relation between seller and buyer. 
The old phrases, “business is busi- 
ness,” “eold calculation,” and others, 
which would eliminate sentiment from 
the business world, are passing away. 
Men have found out that sentiment is 
a tremendous factor in commercial 
life; that the human touch has a 
banking value, and friends are worth 
more than raw material. 


The Nature of the Debts. 

It is from this standpoint, it seems 
to me, we should consider the settle- 
ments of our foreign debts. Leave 
out for the moment the question of 
the “capacity to pay,” and think in 
terms of the effect upon the French 
people, for the next three generations, 
of the fact that they have to pay. 
Human nature the world ’round dis- 
likes to pay taxes. They dislike to 
pay taxes to their own government, 
but foreign taxation is the most hate- 
ful of all debts to pay. In the set- 
tlement of these debts from our for- 
mer allies, we must face the fact that, 
under any arrangement, they and 
their children and their children’s 
children, must be burdened by a tax 
to meet their obligations to the United 
Stites. What a strain this will be 
upon the friendship of a people, even 
under the most favorable circum- 
stanees, and under the most lenieRt 
terms. 3ut should these terms be 
considered by this people to be hard 
and ineonsiderate, we will be sowing 
the seed of hatred; the harvest of 
which we shall reap with each coming 
generation. 

Of course the apparent reply is, 
that instead of hating our nation be- 
cause of the debts which they have to 
pay, these peoples should feel kindly 
because of the loan which was made 
in a time of need. But the question 
of the circumstances under which this 
money was loaned is ever present In 
the thought of the people of Europe, 
and will be passed on to their chil- 
dren. It is true that France, Eng- 
land, and Belgium needed our money, 
and needed ig badly in 1917 and 1918. 
But it is equally true that we needed 
for them to have it. It was as su- 


premely necessary to our welfare that 
these nations should be equipped to 
fight, as it was to their safety that 
they should be equipped. When we 
declared war against Germany we lit- 
erally had no army to back our decla- 
ration. For more than 12 months to 
come there was only one way in which 
we could meet the enemy. That way 
was to ‘clothe and arm English, 
French and Belgian boys to hold the 
line while we, in safety, prepared an 
army. We had money, they had men; 
each contributed what he had to the 
common cause. 


The Cost of Collection. 


Think of what will be taught these 
European children during these next 
62 years, and what their attitude to- 
ward America must be as they grow 
into maturity. Can we blame them if 
they teach their children that for 12 
months after America entered the war, 
America contributed money while Eu- 
rope contributed men, and that at 
the close of the war, America de- 
manded her money back with interest? 
sist that we “talk business,” let us 
sist that we “talk businss,’ let us 
ask what sort of customers we are 
creating, and how well we are thus 
cultivating our foreign market. 


Let us insist again that this was 
no ordinary banking proposition, and 
therefore cannot be so treated. The 
United States had no right to play the 
banker to Europe. As a commercial 
banking proposifion, the loan of 
money to HKuropean governments, well 
nigh bankrupted by the most fearful 
war in history, would have been 
stupid and inexcusable. The only 
justification in the world for lending 
money to these nations at such a 
time was, that we were in effect 
appropriating money for our’own na- 
tional defense. When we add to this 
consideration the fact that every dol- 
lar of that money was invested in 
this country, and that our people 
made an enormous profit out of this 
war trade, the haggling of our com- 
mission over percentage and time pay- 
ments with the Freneh representa- 
tives, is pusillanimous in the extreme. 


During the early years of the great 
war, we were all amazed at the 
stupidity of Prussian diplomacy.

| Little Known Corner of Labrador 


BY DR. WALTER N. KOELZ. 


(Note: Dr. Walter N. Koelz, 
naturalist with the MacMillan 
Arctic expedition under the aus- 
pices of the National Geographic 
suciety, and who made a 40-inile 
trip in an open power boat be- 
tween Bromfield and Hopedale, 
Labrador, sends the following re- 
port of his natural history obser- 
vations in Jack Lane’sg Bay, one 
of the little visited nature para- 
dises along the northern Labra- 
dor eoast by radio to the Na- 
tional Geographie society.) 


“Jack Lane's Bay is within a few 
hundred miles of the tree limit. Here 
may already be viewed the operation 
of those forces which arrest the 
growth of trees in the north. The 
commonest trees along the shore are 
the white and black spruce with a 
few tamaracks and an occasional bal- 
sam. The white spruce seems to be 
the hardiest of the group and few 
there are that do not show scars won 
in the war for existence with that 
great enemy of the northern tree, the 
wind. 

“Where it grows in exposed situa- 
tions, the limbs to the north, the di- 
rection of the prevailing winds, have 
been stunted or killed, and, in its mu- 
tilated state, the white spruce thus 
stands as a living compass. Many a 
trapper avails himself of its direc- 
tion. Where the tree has pushed its 
way to the ocean’s edge it exists only 
as a gnarled and deformed shrub, 
sending out perhaps one_ horizontal 
branch where some projecting crag 
has offered shelter and developing in 
fifty years of life, a trunk that would 
not serve for a broom handle. 

Immense Trees. 

“In the bays growth is more rapid. 
Many a tree can be seen, the trunk 
of which a man cannot encompass 
with his arms, but sueh patriarchs, 
as the annular rings of the stumps 
show, stood before the Pilgrims land- 
ed in Massachusetts. 

“The presence of trees adds many 
new animals to the Arctic fauna and 
many of the birds and animals which 
we know at home penetrate to the 
out s of the timber line. Our robin 
is almost as common here on the crow- 
berry and blueberry barrens as he is 
in the American cherry tree. The lit- 
tle Labrador vale, a cousin of our 
meadow vale or meadow mouse, is the 
commonest animal of the region and

serves as food for the foxes and

, of prey which assemble in numbers to 
ithe feast which nature has provided. 
|The foxes, of which there are two 
| species, the white and the red, the lat- 
‘ter showing up in all its phases from 
‘red to silver and black, are the com- 
|monest of the fur-bearing animals. 

“One of the interesting birds of the 
‘region is the hawk owl, which ap- 
pears quite commonly at this season. 
The bird has the structure of an owl 
except that its tail is hawk-like and 
it hunts by day. About a dozen spe- 
cies of land birds are resident. These 
birds, which here brave the Arctic 
‘winter, all show peculiarities which 
distinguish them from their relatives 
jin other parts of the continent and 
few museums have good series of speci- 
mens of these races. 

Rare. Birds. 

“A few specimens were obtained of 
the ladder-backed woodpecker, which 
is one of the rarest birds in Ameri- 
can collections. The bird, unlike his 
cousin, has only three toes and in- 
stead of the conventional red crest 
which our woodpeckers disport, has a 
bright yellow dab. 

“Game birds abound. In the water 
there are several species of ducks, The 
most interesting water fowl now is 
the big Canada goose, which feeds be- 
fore undertaking his southern journey, 
on the crowberries and becomes ex- 
eceedingly fat. There are on land two 
ispecies of grouse, the willow ptarmi- 
‘gan and the spruce grouse. The lat- 
fer is the well-known ‘fool hen,’ which 
‘is so tame that it is often captured by 
means of a noose on the send of a 
stick. This spruce hen feeds on pine 
needles which sometimes form the only 
item in its diet. A little later the 
rock ptarmigan arrives from the north 
aud then the grouse are said often to 
cover the ground along the bay shores 
and, when shot at, to fly ahead only 
a few yards before settling. 

“The fishing season is now over 
and the capture of seals and whales 
begins.

Negotiations 


_Was Disappointment to Americans, 


In the Opinion of Mark Sullivan 


BY MARK SULLIVAN, 

The amount of curiosity excited by 
the somewhat dramatic ending of the 
debt negotiations with France, the con- 
fusion caused both by that ending and 
by the nature of the negotiations, 
leads one to feel that clarification of 
that event is important even though 
or event itself is more than a week 
old. 

Part of the incident near the close 
of the French negotiations is still a 
mystery. Most of it, however, can be 
told quite clearly. 

There was with the French debt 
commission a “journalistie spokes- 
man.’’ This institution is familiar in 
Europe, but Americans generally have 
no acquaintance with it and do not 
understand its function. The journal- 
istic spokesman for foreign govern- 
ments has played an important role in 
all the.imternational conferences since 
the war. They were present at the 
Paris peace conference; there was one 
at the Washington conference for the 
limitation of armament. At confer- 
ences in Europe Lloyd George always 
had one. 

There is nothing secret about the 
role, although American newspapermen 
ard officials coming in contact with 
it have been a little puzzled to un- 
derstand it. The function of the jour- 
nalistic spokesmen of foreign states- 
men and delegations is based on rec- 
ognition that in all conferences the 
immediate reaction of public opinion 
has a_ bearing and that, therefore, it 
is wise to have the point of view of 
the various governments adequately 
reflected in the news that goes out 
from the conference. 


Lloyd George’s journalistic spokes- 
man at the peace conference at Paris, 
at the Washington conference for the 
limitation of armament, and at other 
European conferences, was Lord Rid- 
dell. The importance of the function 
and the man is suggested by his title 
and by the fact that he is the owner 
of several papers of his own. The 
role he played can be illustrated by 
what happened at the Washington con- 
ference. 

Journalistic spokesmen are never 
members of the official delegations. 
They do not speak officially. They 
are, however, close to their chiefs and 
serve their chiefs usefully. The chiefs 
at these conferences, Lloyd George at 
Paris, Caillaux recently in America, 
and men in analogous positions, are 
extremely busy while conferences are 
on. During the day they engage in 
negotiations which consume their best 
vitality. Frequently at night they 
have social engagements which con- 
sume their time. Consequently. it 1s 
most useful to have some one with 
time to know what the papers are 
saying, to report to his chief about 
the immediate currents of opinion, to 
advise about the probable effect of 
contemplated actions on public opin- 
ion, 

In addition to that relation of in- 
timacy, the journalistic spokesman has 
another definite role. At the Wash- 
ington conference for the limitation 
of armament, Lord Riddell opened an 
office to which all the newspapermen 
reporting the conference were invited 
to come twice a day. At these levees 
Lord Riddell gave out news. Not only 
news about his*own British delega- 


terms of the annual installments. |

to this maximum with such determi- 
nation as to make one infer that some 
pledge must have been given to the 
French parliament or that the dis- 
cussion of the American debt among 
the French people this sum, ‘$100; 
000,000, must have become fixed in 
the minds of the French people as the 
largest sum they should pay in any 
one year. 

The Americans had a different point 
of view. They wanted the French to 
pay large sums in the distant future 
when, presumably, the French capaci- 
ty to pay will be larger, and were 
willing to accept quite small sums {n 
the near future. When the Ameri- 
cans proposed the maximum annual 
payments in the distant future af high 
as $150,000,000 a year, the French 
were startled and could not be per- 
suaded to consider such an annual 
payment or even to put their minds on 
the arguments which the Americans 
brought forward to prove that this 
might be less difficult for the French 
than their own proposal. The Ameri- 
cans tried to persuade the French, 
for example, that $150,000,000 to be 
paid in let us say, the year 1975, 
while the figures look large, is, in 
fact, less than $50,000,000 to be paid 
in, let us say, the year 1935. The 
Americans, in short, had in mind at 
all times the present cash value, In 
time the Americans might conceivably 
have brought the French to see their 
point of view, because essentially the 
American point of view was sound 
and, properly understood, in the in- 
terest of the French. 


When the publicity “blow-up” made 
it certain that because of the short- 
ness of time there would be no agree- 
ment some one on the American side 
did some rapid headwork and foot- 
work. It was either Mr. Mellon or 
Mr. Hoover, probably the latter. He 
realized that it would be disturbing 
all around for the eonference to seem 
to end in a deadlock with nothing ac- 
complished. He therefore quickly 
made an emergency suggestion. He 
took the figure $40,000,000 which the 
French had named as the sum they 
could pay during the next five years, 


and said to them, in effect: “Very 
well, go ahead and pay $40,000,000 
a year for the next five years. We 
will regard that as complete payment 
of the interest, even though it is less 
than one per cent on the principal. 
At the end of five years, or in the 
meantime, we can come together and 
arrange a permanent settlement.” 
Caillaux promised to take that home 
and submit it to his cabinet. There 
the matter stands. 


That summarizes the conference so 
far as it dealt with figures. At all 
times there was another importdnt 
point of difference. The French want- 
ed to be relieved from future yearly 
payments to America in any year in

the reparations. Here again it was 
quite apparent that Caillaux and the 
French commission were in a position 
such that they could not negotiate 
this point. It was evident that some- 
thing like a pledge must have been 
made in France, or that the French

The Americans were unwilling to 
ve German reparations mentioned 
in the agreement, or let the French 
payments to America be dependent on 


the German reparations. The Ameri- 
cans were willing, however, to pro- 
vide that if the French should become 
unable to pay, for any reason what- 
ever, in that event the agreement 
should be revised. 

It would seem as if the American 
suggestion on this point was better 


for the French themselves than the 


journalistic spokesman. This bit of 
news influenced the course of the con- 
ference in a way adverse to the I rench 
and advantageous to the British. From 
which it may be inferred that a jour- 
nalistic spokesman is a useful accom- 
paniment of formal diplomacy. 


The last French proposal was, as re- 
gards figures, that France should pay 
$40,000,000 annually for five years; 


60,000,000 annually for the following 
i years, and $100,000,000 annaual- 


ly for the next 56 years, thus spread- 
ing the payments over 68 years. 

The Americans in replying to it in- 
sisted this was not enough. They said 
that divided between principal and 
interest, it would imply only_a return 
of the principal of the debt and less 
than 1 per cent interest per annum. 
As against this, the American proposal 
was that the French should pay the 
principal of the debt in 62 annual 
installments, beginning small and be- 
coming larger; and in addition pay a 
varying rate of interest arranged as 
follows: 

That the rate of interest the first 
year should be one-half of 1 per cent 
per annum; that this rate should in- 
crease each year by one-fourth of 1 
per cent. This would bring the in- 
terest rate up to 31-2 per cent af 
the thirteenth year; and in the Ameri- 
ean offer this rate of interest was to 
remain in force for the balance of 
the period. 


Measured in terms of present cash 
value, there was really not a great dif- 
ference between the French and the 
American proposals. It must be 
borne in mind that a promise to pay 
a dollar 62 years from now has a 
present cash value of only about 6 


French suggestion. ‘There was, how- 
ever, a subtle difference. According 
to what the French wanted, France 
might be wealthy and might be com- 
pletely able to pay; nevertheless, if 
the German reparations should cease 
France wanted the payments to Amer- 
ica to cease. The French psychology 
steadily kept the payments to Amer- 
ica contingent g@upon the receipt of 
German reparations. 


The end was 3 disappointment to 
the Americans undoubtedly. The Amer- 
ican debt commission has conducted 
six of these negotiations. In every 
case the negotiation has ended in an 
agreement and signature of the agree- 
ment by the commission representing 
the foreign nation. Consequently the 
Americans were keyed up to that ex- 
pectation. That the sessions should 
end without a signature was a disap- 
pointment. 

Nevertheless, America certainly is 
no worse off, and some things have 
been gained. America still has the 
original agreement to pay, made seven 
years ago, and it is still valid. The 
French have taken an action which 
shows that they respected their obli- 
gation, and will pay as much as they 
can and when they can. This in itself 
is an advance. A year ago the feel- 
ing was not uncommon that the 
French would never pay anything. 
Everybody now feels they will. The 
evidence of their good faith, indeed 
of their anxiety, to make a settlement 
is clear. 

Furthermore, if the emergency pro- 
posal looking to $40,000,000 a year 
far the next five years is accepted by 
the French, America now will begin * 
to receive this sum, which is $20,- 
000,000 more than we have been re- 
ceiving so far.

about by the conference is that ca- 
pacity to pay-is the true and inevit- 
able basis for the settlement of these 
debts, and that the capacity to pay 
is a matter of negotiation.

Congress has acted in the past and 
threatened to act in the future as if 
the American debt commission could 
be expected to enforce any settlement 
suggested by congress.

o settlement made with any debtor, 
not even the British one, has reached 
that figure. No settlement can reach 
that figure, because none of our debt- 
ors can pay that much. Yet every 
time the debt commission has made 
a settlement short of the congressional 
standard congress has threatened to 
refuse to ratify it.

Outlook for South Was 
Never More Promising, 
Says President of IIli- 


+ nois Central Railroad. 
J | 


Auburn, Ala., October 10.—(Spe- 
cial.) —That the outlook for the south 
was never more promising than it is 
today and that all indications are 


that it is entering upon an area of 
prosperity and expansion hitherto un- 
known, as the result of increased pro- 
duction in agriculture, activity in rail- 
way construction and harbor improve- 
ment for increased commerce by land 
and sea, was the declaration here to- 
day of Charles H. Markham, chair- 
man of the board of directors of the 
Central of Georgia railroad and pres- 
ident of the Illinois Central railroad, 
who was principal speaker at the 
dedication of Erskine Ramsey En- 
yineering hall. ; 

Erskine hall, said to be one of the 
finest, largest and most modernly- 
equipped college buildings in the south, 
was presented to Alabama Polytechnic 
institute by Erskine Ramsey, a citi- 
zen of Alabama, who has manifested 
great interest in the work of the col- 
lege. 

“The south,” said Mr. Markham, 
“has everything needed to make it 
great commercially and industrially. 
It has an abundanee of transporta- 
tion, increasingly diversified agricul- 
tural production, rapid development 
of natural resources and a growing 
number of manufacturing establish- 
ments It is becoming constantly 
more apparent that what southerners 
need is to have a more appreciatinve 
knowledge of the possibilities of their 
own part. of the country. 

Should Plan Carefully. 

“Careful planning,” continued the 
speaker, “and intelligent guidance are 
needed, however, if the south is to 
realize fully the progress it so well 
deserves. ‘The importance of having 
a fixed purpose and a rule to work 
by, in this case as in others, must 
never be forgotten. There is so much 
radicalism in some of our colleges to- 
day that it is well to consider one im- 
portant element of education which is 
sometimes overlooked. ‘That is the 
element of order, organization, dis- 
cipline, self-control. Without’ that 
element the greatest energies may burn 
themselves out without producing a 
single worthwhile result, without or- 
der and purpose, little of constructive 
good can be accomplished.” 

Speaking of the activities of the 
railroads of which he is an officer, 
Mr. Markham said: “My own rail- 
roag, originally a northern line serv- 
ing only Illinois, has expanded = so 
consistently into the south that now 
approximately two-thirds of our first- 
track mileage, including our Central 
property, lies south of 
the Ohio river. We recently took over 
300 additional miles of line in the 
south, and we now have an applica- 
tion pending to lease 300 miles more. 
I mention these facts merely to show 
how important we believe this new 
development of the south to be.” 

Addressing the student body direct- 
Ir, Mr. Markham concluded: 

“Besides working for ourselves, we 
we all work for one another. Our 
civilization today is so organized that 
by our efforts we supplement one an- 
other. We are all servants, and we 
nre all masters. Our talents, our 


energies, our ambitions are in a com- 
mon pool; no man can further his 
own ends without in some way con- 
tributing to the general improvement 
of mankind. We work for money, but 
we do and the things we produce 
are contributions to the general good. 


Responsibility of Student.

What has 
he been taught to regard as the ideal 
of public service? Educated very 
largely at the expense of the state,

“The natural youthful ambition to 
do something important for humanity, 
to set a high standard of accomplish- 
ment for the public good, can very 
well and very legitimately be satis- 
fied is the regular channels of com- 
merce and industry.

Friends of Unification 
Recall Old Controversy 


of friends of unification.) 
BY DR. REMBERT G. SMITH. 
It is well that the church in con- 
sidering the matter of unification 


should again carefully read records 
concerning the historic general con- 
ference of 1844. There are both prac- 
tical and legal questions at the pres- 
ent time which were matters of earn- 
est discussion at that time. No one 
of these leaders holds a higher place 
in the reverence of southern Method- 
ists than Bishop James O. Andrews, 
whose connection with slavery was 
the occasion of the division. 

It has been frequently claimed by 
southern Methodists that Bishop An- 
drew was deposed from his office 
lof bishop by the general conference 
lin 1844. This is not the case, and his 
‘own words bear witness that the 
question was not as to the matter of 
his removal from office by the gen- 
eral conference. In his address be- 
fore that body he said: “I wish yo 
to. act coolly and deliberately, in th 
fear of God, but I would rather that 
the conference should change the is- 
‘sue and make the resolution to depose 
ithe bishop and take the question at 
‘once, for L am tired of it.” Evidently 
| the bishop did not understand that the 
| proposal to foree him from office was 
| being considered by the general con- 
ference, or he could never have used 
these words. Not only does the testi- 
mony of Bishop Andrew bear out 
the statement that he was not deposed, 
but the actual resolutions on the mat- 
ter passed by that body are clearly 
conclusive as to this. The Finley- 
Trimble resolutions were as follows: 

“Whereas, the discipline cf our 
church forbids the doing of anything 
‘caleulated to destroy our itinerant 
igeneral superintendency; and 
“Whereas, Bishop Andrew has be- 
come connected with slavery by mar- 
riage and otherwise, and this : ct hav- 
‘ing drawn after it circumstances 
which, in the estimation of the gen- 
‘eral conference, will greatly em- 
‘barrass the exercise of his o ‘ice as 
an itinerant general superintendent if 
not in some places eutirely prevent it; 
therefore, 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of 
i{his general conference that he desist 
from the exercise of this office so 
long as this impediment remains.” 

Many speeches from different angles 
were made concerning the powers of 
the general conference with reference 
to the episcopacy. Dr., Hamlin was 
the most prominent advocate of the 
view that the general conference could 
depose a bishop without trial. ‘The 
debate ranged all the way from this 
contention to the claim that the gen- 
eral conference had _ practically no 
‘authority over a bishop. However. 
ithe action of the general conference 
clearly indicates nothing as to wheth-

(The following is printed at request)er or not they were of the same opin- 


ion of Dr. Hamlin, for this body did 
not claim the right to ‘depose Bishop 


Andrew, and, as it made no decision 
as to the theoretical relationship of 
the general conference and the bishop, 
the claim cannot be established that 
the power to depose the bishop was 
claimed by this body. In every de- 
liberative body, especially in times 
of great excitement, many views are 
voiced by individuals which are not 
justly chargeable to the body. 


Not Deposed. 


That the Finley-Trimble resolution 
did not depose Bishop Andrew from 
office is clear both from its language 
and from an interpretative resolution 
pased by that body before it adjourn- 
ed, It is certainly within the right 
of a legislative body in the c‘iurch or 
state to given enlightening instructions 
to executive officers regarding any 
matters dealt with in its enactments. 
In reply to a letter addressed to the 
general conference by the _ bishops, 
that body adopted the following: 

“Resolved, 1. As the sense of this 
conference, that Bishop Andrew’s 
name stand in the minutes, hymn-book 
and discipline as formerly. 

“Resolved, 2. .That the rule in 
relation to the support of a bishop 
and his family applies to Bishop An- 
drew. 

“Resolved, 3. That whether any 
and in what work Bishop Andrew be 
employed is to be determined by his 
own decision and action, in relation 
to the previous action of this con- 
ference in his case.” 

That this resolution has been ignor- 
ed by some southern Methodist histo- 
rians is not any cause for congratula- 
tion on our part. Nevertheless, it 
appears in the journal of the general 
conference and is of great pertinence 
as one seeks to adjudge the motives 
as well as the actions of the general 
conference of 1844. It is quite time 
for some southern Methodists either to 
abandon the claim that Bishop An- 
drew was deposed by the general con- 
ference of 1844. or to support this 
claim by satisfactory proofs, which, 
up to the present time, have not been 
produced, 

The conduct of Bishop Andrew in 
the general conference of 1844 was en- 
tirely creditable. We offered at once 
to resign his office, and was kept 
from doing so only by the insistence 
of prominent southern leaders. Not 
only was he willing to resign, but in 
his communications with the general 
conference he made certain sugges- 


| tions, the following of which might 


} 


have resulted in the prevention or 
postponement of the separation. 

It is true that the negro ministers 
recently elected to the episcopacy in 
the Methodist Episcopal church are 
general superintendents and are eigi- 
ble to appointment over any of the an- 


nual conferences, black or white,. of 
that church. It was suggested on the 
floor of the general. conference 
fore these men were elected that the 
rule of common sense would be ap- 
plied and that they would not be as- 
signed except for superintendence over 
colored conferences, and nobody ex- 
pects that rule to be violated. Those 
who are very careful as to the legal 
technicalities think they have a ground 
for criticising the men who made these 
statements. It must not be forgotten 
that they have the same ground for 
criticising the suggestion of Bishop 
Andrew in the general conference of 
1844. In other words, the present 
status consists in the fact that the 
general conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal church has elected some 
negro ministers as bishops with the 
understanding that they will preside 
only over colored conferences, such a 
course dictated by manifest principles 
of common sense. 

It is also to be borne in mind by 
southern Methodists that the pendingg 
plan makes it impossible for any 
bishop of one jurisdiction to preside 
over the other without the invitation 
of the bishops of the jurisdiction in- 
volved.

Smith, formerly United States senator 
from Georgia, in a speech at the ban- 
quet of the New York Association of 
Real Estate Boards. 

Mr. Smith delivered the address at 
the request of the Atlanta Chamber 
of mmerce, which had been asked 
by the Niagara Falls Chamber of 
Commerce to designate a speaker who 
would present to real estate men the 
attainments of the southeast, Georgia 
and Atlanta. 

Starting with a description of ad- 
vantages of the southeast, consisting 
of the states of Georgia, North and 
South Carolina, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Tennessee and Florida, Mr. Smith 
pointed out that Florida is the only 
one of these which has no potential 
waterpower, and that her crops are 
limited to early vegetables and citrus 
fruits. The others, he said, have 
great waterpower sites and are able 
to grow all agricultural products ex- 


_ In Address of Hoke Smith 


quoted many authorities to support 
this. statement. 
Tells of Georgia. 

He called attention particularly to 
Georgia, the largest state east of the 
Mississippi river. 

“In the northern portion of the 
state,” said Mr. Smith, “there are 
mountains 5,000 feet high, and from 
these mountain ranges it reaches down 
to coastal plains and to the Atlantic 
ocean. It has soil and climate adapt- 
ed to the production of everything ex- 
cept tropical ‘plants. Corn and wheat 
can be grown in every part of the 
state successfully; it is thoroughly 
adapted to raising beef cattle and 
hogs, which can graze upon pastures, 
without other food, for eig’* months 
of the year.” 

The senator pointed to the standing 
of the state in manufacturing and 
production of raw materials, showing 
the great number of textile plants, the 
extent of marble, granite and mineral 
production, and also the fact that 
many farms are uncultivated because 
of lack of labor, 

The 8,000 miles of railroads in the 
state and the net of highway con- 
struction now under wavy were held 
up to the perusal of the banqueters 
by the speaker. 

New Industry Growth. 

“New settlers and industries are he- 
ing attracted to Georgia,” Mr. Smith 
said, “and we have begun the most 
prosperous era in the history of the 
state,” 

Mr. Smith passed from a summary 
of the state’s advantages to those of 


: __ ‘THE CONSTITUTION, ATLANTA, 


the city of Atlanta, “the gateway of 
the south.” 

The natural distribution features of 
the city he showed by pointing to 
the fact that Atlanta is the center of 
several ridges, upon which railroads 
extend to ports and the lesser cities 
of the southeast. One hundred and 
thirty passenger trains, he showed, en- 
ter and leave the city every 24 hours. 

“When we realize,” the speaker said, 
“that Atlanta is the gateway and 
distributing center for a trade area 
in which 12,000,000 people now live, 
the agricultural and manufactured pro- 
ducts of which in 1924 were &9,386,- 
000.000, how can Atlanta fail to grow 
into a great city? 

Manufacturing Standing. 


“Located in Atlanta, or within a 
few miles of Atlanta, there are more 
than S00 plants engaged in manufac- 
turing of products of nearly every va- 
riety. Atlanta is to Birmingham 
what Philadelphia is to Pittsburg.

Mr. Smith pointed out the standing 
of Atlanta in the business of the na- 
tion—fourth in fire insurance busi- 
ness, more office buildings than any 
other southern city, bank clearings 
the greatest in the southeast, and oth- 
er items of interest.

So far as the home owner—or the 
tenant—is concerned, there are two 


ways of doing this. Cne is to re- 
duce the temperature of the house, 
which automatically reduces the 
amount of coal required to create 
an equable temperature. This can 
be done only at the expense and the 
comfort and the well-being of those 
who Tive in the house. 

The other way is to conserve the 
heat, which you burn coal to create

House insulation is easy to apply. 
Simply enclose a laver of it between 
the sheathing and clapboard, shingle 
or stucco wall. Or, it can be applied 
on the inside of the studding tim- 
bers before the lath and plaster are 
put on. Whichever way it is ap- 
plied. it provides an _ effective bar- 
rier to the entrance of cold. 

Much of the wasted heat in a house 
escapes through the roof. You have 


probably noted 


tt 
-|top melts-more rapidly than snow in 


the over-hanging eaves. This is caused 
by the heat from the lower rooms 
‘and seeping out through the roof when 
it is not insulated. Now, if a’*layer 
of insulation is applied between the 


snow on the roof sheathing of the roof and the 
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covering, much of this waste will be 
prevented. 

The saving which results from the 
use of house insulation more than 
pays the expense of its application 
within a year or two,

In 1921, on a golden late summer 
day—August 12, to be exact—a very 
famous club was born in Dalton. Its 
arrival was ‘unheralded, its first ap- 

earance quite without ostentation. 

ut it was to become a famous young 
club, nevertheless. This was the 
‘Dalton Womaian’s club, the Federation 
Baby of 1921. 

A meeting was called at the Ma- 
ples rest room, with 18 women pres- 
ent, and the Dalton Woman’s club 
was established. Mrs. M. E. Judd 
was elected president; Mrs. P. B. 
Trammell, first vice president; Mrs. 
Josiah Crudup, second vice president ; 
Mrs. H. J. Smith, corresponding sec- 
rtary; Mrs. W. E. Mann, recording 
secretary; Mrs. L. F. Kelly, treas- 
urer; Mrs. B. A. Tylor, publicity 
chairman. Warm enthusiasm _was 
manifested, and by the succe@ing 
meeting more names were added to 
the membership list, and a motto, ‘Let 
Us Go Forward,” was chosen. Among 
the suggested and imperative needs 
of Dalton were, a new high school, a 
music club, a public library and a

He 
practiced law in Clayton for two years 
with an annual income of $30 to $50. 
Realiging he could not get anywhere 


more had been known of him, still 
the name of the man who took. the 
initiative in abolishing the imprison- 
ment of women should be written on 
the walls of memory of every loyal 
Georgia son and daughter.

The Indian Trail. 

The practice in Georgia’ was to hold 
conferences with Indian chiefs and 
buy from them land as it was needed. 
The Georgia legislature, however, in- 
terpretated the treaties, of which 
there were several, ag surrendering all 
the land east of the Ocomee river and 
in 1784 this land was divided into 
the counties of Franklin and Wash- 
ington. 

The Indian trailleaves the Milledge- 
ville and Dublin road at Lebanon or 
White House, the beautiful old ante- 
bellum home of John J. Strange; 
crosses the Dixie highway from Mil- 
ledgeville running along restful wood- 
lands of Jarge gum timber near Oco- 
nee, between Cabin Hill and Poplar 
Spring Christian church. It crosses 
the upper Milledgeville and Sanders- 
ville road at the John Giles place;

ence widens. It is a 

question that cannot be evaded. In 

€very civilized land an answer is 

made, by word or act, by each indi- 

vidual who is confronted by the facts 

of His life. It is in the hope that | 

ay be able to assist some in answer- 

ing this question that I devote this 
hour to the inquiry. 

Was Christ an impostor? Or was 
Fie deluded. Or was He the promised 
Messiah, “the Way, the Truth, and 
_ Life,”’ as He declared Himself to 
e: 2 
| Few have: dared to accuse Him of 
attempting a deliberate fraud upon 
the public. Impostors sometimes kill 
oihers in carrying out their plans, or 
to escape detection, but they do not 
offer themselves as a sacrifice for oth- 
ers. Christ’s whole life gives the lie 
to the charge that: He practiced de- 
ception. One recorded act would be 
sufficient to establish His honesty of 
purpose. In the nineteenth chapter 
of Matthew we read: 


Established Honesty 


And, behold, one came and said 
unto him, Good Master, what good 
thing shall I do, that I may have 
eiernal life? And he said unto him, 
Why callest thou me good? There is 
nene good but one, that is, God; but 


if thou wilt enter into life, keep the 
commandments. He saith unto him, 
which? Jesus said, Thou shalt do no 
murder, Thou shalt not commit adul- 
tery, Thou shalt not steal, Thou shalt 
not bear false witness. Honor .thy 
father and thy mother: and Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as_ thyself. 
The young man saith unto him, All 
these things have | kept from my 
youth up: what lack I yet? Jesus said 
unto him, If thou wilt be perfect, go 
ard sell that thou hast, and give to 
the poor, and thou shalt have treasure 
in heaven: and come and follow me. 
But when the young man heard that 
saying, he went away sorrowful: for 
he had great possessions, 


If Christ had been an adventurer or 
was interested only in gaining a fol- 
lowing He would have welcomed this 
young man, who was not only rich, 
but, according to Luke, a ruler. And 


what a splendid recommendation the 
young man gave himself; all of the 
commandments he had kept from his 
youth up. How could one ambitious 
for worldy success. afford to reject 
such an applicant? But Christ would 
rot lower the standard a hair’s breadth 
even to secure the support of a rich 
young ruler who had led a blameless 
life. He demanded the first place in 
the heart—a very reasonable demand 
—and, seeing in the young man’s 
heart the fisst place occupied by love 
of money, He demanded the throne. 
The young man, unwilling to  pur- 
chase eternal life at that price, went 
away Sorrowing—his heart- still cen- 
tered on his great possessions, Of 
whom but an honest person could 
such a story be told? 


Was Christ deceived? That is the 
theory set forth in a little volume en- 
titled “‘A Jewish View of Jesus” (pub- 
lished recently by the MacMillan com- 
pany). The author, H. G. Emeiow, 


pays the following high tribute to 
‘Jesus the Jew” (and it is the most 
charitable view an orthodox Jew can 
hold) : 

‘ Unequalled in History 

“Yet, these things apart, who can 
comrute all that Jesus has meant to 
human:iy? The love He has inspir- 
ed, the solace He has given, the good 
He has engendered, the hope and ioy 
He’ has kinvdled—all that is unequalled 
in hunan uistory. Among the great 
and good that the human race has 
procuced, none has even approached 
Jesus in universality of appeai and 
sway. He has become the mast fas- 
cipatinge figure in history. In i'm its 
combined what is best and niost en- 
chanting and most mysterious in 
Israel— the eternal people whase 
child He was. The Jew cannot help 
glorying in what Jesus thus has meaiit 
to the world; nor can-he help hoj.ing 
that Jesus may yet serve as a bond of 
union between Jew and =  C)hiristian, 
once His teaching is better known 
and the tane of misundersianding ‘s 
at last rerroved from His werds and 
His ideal.” 


UT could honest delusion produce 

a character who, in “the love He 
has inspired,” “the solace He _ has 
given,” and “the hope and joy He 
has kindled” is “unequalled in human 
history?” Is it not impossible that un- 
der a delusion one could (as Emelow 
says Jesus did) become “the most 
fascinating figure in history’’—unap- 
proachable in the “universality of ap- 
peal and sway?” The world has been 


full of delusions: have any of them 
produced a character like Christ? 
Tolstoy says that the words of Christ 
to His friends and pupils have had a 
hundred thousand times more influ- 
ence, over the people than all the 


poems, odes, elegies and elegant 
epistles of the authors of that age, 
Lecky, the historian, says that ‘“‘the 
three short years of the active life 
ot Jesus have done more to regener- 
ate and soften mankind than all of 
the disquisitions of philosophers and 
all the exhortations of mioralists.” 
Could this be said of a man laboring 
under a delusion as to his real chars 
acter? 

What Christ said and did and was 
established His claims. In a conver- 
sation with Peter (Matt. 16:16), He 
approved that Apostle’s answer which 
ascribed to Him the title of ‘Christ’ - 
(the Greek equivalent for Messiah) 
“the Son of the living God.’”’ He not 
only approved of the answer bestow- 
ing the title but ‘Jesus answered and ~ 
said unto him, Blessed art thou, Simon 
Bar-Jona: for flesh and blood hath 
not revealed it unto thee, but my 
Father which is in heaven.” In John 
10, verse 30, He declares, “‘l and my 
Father are one;” in verse 36, same 
chapter, He denies that it was blas- 
phemy to call Himself the Son of 
God. In the presence of death He re- 
fused to deny the claim .(Matt. 26: 
63-64.) | 

Deity Proven 

The deity of Christ is proven in 
many ways; some offering one line 
of proof and some another. Some are 
convinced by the prophecies that 
found their fulfillment in Christ; some 


give greatest weight to the manner 
of His birth and His resurrection. Still 
others lay special emphasis upon the 
miracles performed by Him. There is 
no need of comparison; all the proofs 
stand together and bear joint testi- 
money to His supernatural character, 
but I find myself inclined to use the 
method of reasoning adopted by 
Carnegie Simpson in his book entitled,

There is the historical foundation 
of the faith. 

The Christian faith rests not on 
the mists that arise out of the fancy 
of the subjective mind. The myths 
and marvels that gather about the 
cradle of the non-Christian religions 
are without historical evidence. The 
apostles of the Christian faith base 
their faith on the foundation of facts. 

St. Luke, the careful historian, 


writes: 


“Forasmuch as many have 
taken in hand to set forth in 
order a declaration of those 
things which are mest surely be- 
lieved among us, even as they 
delivered them unto us, which 
from the beginning were eyewit- 
nesses and ministers of the 


words; it seemed good to me 
also, having had perfect under- 


standing of all things from the 
very first, to write unto thee in 
Order, most excellent Theophi- 
lus, that thou mightest know the 
certainty of those things where- 
in thou hast been instructed.”’ 
St. John writes: 

“That which was from the be- 
ginning, which we ‘have heard, 
which we have seen with 
eyes, which we have looked 
upon, and our hands have han- 
dled of the word of life.”’ 

St. Peter testifies: 

“We have not followed cun- 
ningly devised fables, when we 
made known to you the power 
and coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, but were eyewitnesses of 
His majesty.”

The death and resurrection of the 
pagan gods was a grotesque fancy in 


varied forms without any serious 


claim to truthfulness. The birth and 
deafh and _ resurrection of Jesus 
Christ is a fact of history. No lapse 
of years has any diminishing effect on 
a fact. A fact for once is a fact for- 
ever. The Christian religion rests on 
a real historical person and a real 
historical happening. 

St. Paul in ist Corinthians 15:1.8, 
records the evidence of the death and 
resurrection of Jesus which happened 


only twenty-five or twenty-six years 
before. The majority of the wit- 
nesses were living. There were more 
than five hundred to whom Jesus ap- 
peared. 

St. Paul appeals to these witnesses. 


He also testifies that Jesus appeared 
to him also. The historical events on 
which the gospel is based were not 
hidden in a dim and remote past. St. 
Paul was converted two or three years 
after the crucifixion of Jesus. This 
testirhony of St. Paul, a contemporary 
cf Jesus, written within such a short 
period after the events, carries con- 
vincing evidence of historicity. Har- 
nack, who has never manifested any 
orthodox bias, places the four gospels 
in the first century. 


HEN Tatian made the Diates- 
saron in the second century, 
the gospels were recognized as the 
ancient and authentic records of 
Christ. The historicity of the cruci- 
fixion of Jesus under Pontius Pilate 
and of belief in His resurrection 
among His intimate friends has never 
been shaken by the most searching 
and destructive criticism. The great 
ideas of the Christian faith are based 
on historical fact. 
The Divine Fatherhood is secure in 
the heart of humanity because Jesus 
in His incarnate life showed men the 


Father. There are those who imagine 
that belief in the love of Gad is not 
conditioned on any historical happen- 
ing. 
God will persist because the Son of 
God lived with humanity and died for 


But our faith in the love of 


humanity. A lifting up of certain re- 
ligious ideas and ideals is not the

added in conclusion that no strength 
of logical or historical evidence is sat.

You cannot 
prove the immortal life to a man un- 
less he already has heaven in his own 
life. But we must have the Christ of 
history to account for the Christ of 
experience, to support the Christian 
ideas, to account for the Christianity 
of history, to account for the history 
of the world, to explain the Chris- 
tian church, the Christian Sabbath 
and the New Testament Scriptures. 

That which was once a fact is als 
ways fact.

N a certain day, a good many 
years ago, when the jinx cer- 
tainly was keeping close 
company with the Columbus 
fire department—they were, 
indeed, buddies that particu- 

lar day—among the buildings , that 

took it on themselves to get afire was 

a fire station itself. The fire engine 

house was located in the middle of the 

broad Columbus streets, and just how, 
in its position of isolation, it ignited 
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was not known. But suddenly a 
flame appeared on -the roof and be- 
gan to grow and expand and travel 
about with great enthusiasm. The 
firemen, inside, were leisurely play- 
ing checkers and dominoes. Passers- 
by rushed in and told them that their 
own home was about to burn down 
over their heads! 

After a hard fight the firemen 
saved the building but the roof was 
Seriously damaged. 


In those days a good many of the 
leading citizens of Columbus were 
honorary members of the fire depart- 
ment, which was on a semi-paid basis, 
there being many volunteers. There 
was a big supper once a year. There 
were parades on stated occasions in 
which the companies, volunteers and 
all, marched forth in all their shining 
glory; and then, too, a volunteer fire- 
man didn’t have to serve on the jury 
—dquite an important thing to a busy 
business man. 

' The late Judge W. B. Butt then 
was presiding judge of the superior 
courts of the Chattahoochee circuit.

home of the scenic beauties 
hereabout. Or, if you prefer to live, 
leave the description of the atmospheric 
effects, the sinking of the sun off that 
clear line of the western mesa, the ba- 
Salt rocks, strings of red chile in the 
sunlight against the glare adobe, pur- 
ple mountains, aspen woods, to the resi- 
dent colony of artists that has put Taos 
in the world of art. Men like Walter 
Ufer, Gaspard, Victor Higgins, Blumen- 
schein, Frank Hoffman, Phillips, Couse, 
Sharpe and a dozen other famous art- 
ists may well be intrusted the job of 
telling it on canvas. 

We might wander on’ five miles out 
of the white man’s town to the Taos 
Indian pueblo, and see if there we can 
gather a calmer philosophy about life 
in general and how to be happy though 
married in three or four.rooms in a 
huge beehive apartment house. The 
Indians, as you know, were apartment 
house builders long before a new world 
had -been beaten through the old. 


The Taos pueblo lies in the valley 
among the mountains. The entire col- 
ony—700—lives in two five-story adobe 
Structures, practically two great com- 
munal dwellings, each family allotted 
not less than three rooms. They are 
adobe outside, spotlessly whitewashed 
inside. The apartments are entered 
only by ladders, and at night these 
ladders are drawn up after the occu- 
pants, their manner of bolting the door. 
You see a figure draped in a white 
blanket ascending the ladder and you 
rub your eyes to maké sure you are 
not in some far eastern country. 

Better not take along any airs of su- 
periority. These Indians are among 
our first families, and they are proud 


of it. No one knows how far back their 
ancestry may be traced, but speaking 
comparatively our Mayflower hauteur

are mere social upstaris. Purity of 
blood is sacredly guarded here. Though 
they have been in contact with whites 
over 400 years, intermarriage is almost 
unknown. 

Divorce was also unknown until a 
recent happening when a rich white 
woman became madly enamored of an 
Indian buck, coerced him into leaving 
his wife and taking up residence in 
her palatial hazienda a few miles away. 
He was promptly ousted from the clan, 
and the woman has to pay weekly alli- 
mony to the deserted Indian wife.

You are told 
that one never 
sees the children 
whippedor 
harshly scolded. 
There is no 


harshness or 
quarreling any- 


where among men and women. 

In the home, the woman rules. The 
product of each man’s and each wome- 
an’s labor is his or her own and is 
not, in common. The young Indian 
girl goes to work in town, but when 
she marries she gives up her job, and 
no hankering after an outside ‘career 
disturbs the peace of the household. 
If the father of the girl gives her 
cows or land, it is hers. The husband 
cannot dissipate any of his wife’s prop- 
erty, as in our “civilized” communities. 

The idea of a squaw as a wife, an 
idea entertained by a certain brute 
type of white male, would suffer an 
awakening here. The Taos Indians 
do not make pack beasts of their 
squaws. In fact, they have no squaws,

though they rule-her place is in the 
home.

Ww} kid brother doesn’t care for 
his teeth and we have decided to put 
the questions and your answers in a 
little booklet and give it to him for 
a birthday present along with a box 
of dental cream and a toothbrush, by 
return mail. 

4. What is the danger line in the 
mouth? Why is it so called? 

2. How can you best guard your 
teeth against acid decay and your 
gums against pyorrhea and thus main- 
tain your health? 

3. What is the important consti- 
tuent of dental cream? Why is it so 
important? 

¥. Why should a dental cream be 
free from grit or similar abrasives? 

5. Of what value are antiseptics, 
germ-destroying chemicals or astrin- 
gents in a dental cream? 

6. Why should a dental cream be 
free from substances that would be 
harmful when continually used in the 
mouth? 

7. Why is a correct dentifrice of 
the utmost importance in the care of 
childrén’s mouths? 

8. Why should you have in the 
family medicine cabinet only such 
products as are approved by your 
physician? 

Well, the poor kid has my sympa- 
thy. Imagine getting a package like 
that for your birthday present? Talk 
about the boy that was permitted to 
have all the castor oif he wanted on 
his pancakes! But wait, fellers, may- 
be your old friend can throw a wrench 
into the machinery right here. Let 


us answer the questions frankly and 

as scientifically as possible, seratim: 
1. There is no danger line in the 

mouth. That is just a selling line. 


2. The best way to prevent decay 


of your teeth and disease of the gums 
is by cultivating your dentist’s ac- 
quaintance, visiting him regularly for 
the care of your teeth, and selecting 
a more natural diet than the kid can 
get in the pap the old folks generally 
offer him. | 

3. Nipgt and tuck between hokum 
and soap. It is important because 
without plenty of soap the stuff would 
be a washout. 


4. I dunno—why? 
dental cream anyway? 

5. The use of antiseptics, germi- 
cides or astringents should be left en- 
tirely to the judgment and advice of 
the dentist in any case. So far as 
general or indiscriminate use of these 
medicaments is concerned, I'll say 
they are not worth the price. 

6. Oh, shucks, why not dine on 
wood ashes and carpet tacks? 


7. <A dentifrice, correct or incor- 
rect, is of no particular importance in 
the care of children’s mouths. Plain 
soap, or salt, or an occasional scour- 
ing with willow charcoal, is all right 


for the teeth, but not necessary for 
their preservation. 


8. Few if any “products” are de- 
sirable in a family medicine chest. 
That word “product” connotes the 
touch of mystery given the stuff by a 
manufacturer’s hand. Some _ good 
medicines are manufactured, and in 
that sense may be called ‘‘products,”’ 
but a good family medicine chest need 
contain none of these. But there is 
no apparent relevance in this ques- 
tion—though maybe our correspond-

ent takes the shoddy magazines more 
seriously than we do. 

The assumption on which the habit 
of brushing the teeth with various 
dentifrice is based, has never been 
substantiated by scientific evidence. 
The theory is that food detritus clings 
in the crevices about the teeth and 


gums, undergoes fermentation § or 
other bacterial decomposition there, 
and this fermentation or decomposi- 
tion produces more or less acid (lactic 
and similar acids) which immediately 
begins to eat away the enamel and 
so starts a cavity, which the germs 
hop into and gradually enlarge, so 
that ultimately the tooth is decayed be- 
yond saving. This is all applesauce. 
[ venture to assert. Let»no regular 
kid be frightened by this bogy into 
subscribing for life for anybody’s den- 
tal cream, for there is one little point 
about all these wonderful dentifrices 
which people too often losé sight of, 
under the spell of the ‘“clean-tooth- 
neveredecays” buncombe: Clean 
teeth decay as rapidly as unclean 
teeth decay, and if this is the criterion, 
then man has yet to find a dentifrice 
which will clean the teeth. Who are 
the dentists’ best patients? Why, 
people who make a habit of brushing 
their teeth with all the latest denti- 


frices on the market. 


I do not mean to imply that the 
dentists, most of ’em, boost these 
silly dentifrices because they know it 
is going to give them more work in 
the long run. I think the dentists just 
don’t know any. better, take ’em by 
and large. I am happy to add, how- 
every that the very best authorities 
among the dentists themselves, are 
virtually in accord with the sugges- 
tions I have given here—or rather the 
observations and teachings of these 


dental authorities have inspired tre 
views I have expressed. 

Other scientific authorities have 
contributed to the scandal, especially 
Prof, E. V. McCollum, in whose work 
on {‘The Newer Knowledge of Nutri- 
tion,’ (The MacMillan Co.) people 
who want to preserve their teeth 
will find some good solid meat. In 
reading what Prof. McCollum has to 
say about the present movement for 
the preservation of the teeth (tooth- 
brush drills and suchlike nonsense) 
the thoughtful student should bear in 


mind that a man in McCollum’s posi- 
tion can’t throw the whole misdirect- 
ed program overboard suddenly and 
without due process of enlightment. 
Nevertheless, he says a good mouth- 
ful, and where is the dentist of stand- 
ing who will venture to say him nay?, 

Brushing the teeth for mere cose 
metic or esthetic purposes is harm- 
less enough. Brushing the teeth with 
a view to conserving them is a sad 
waste of time and effort. This is my 
own belief, and it applies to kid 
trothers as well as every one eise.

And they all said that 
the ancient rites were the most pic- 
turesque ceremonies hat we would ever 
have a chance to see and that we just 
must go while we had the opportunity.

a road that was so steep and narrow 
that we had to leave the cars and use 
donkeys instead.

The 
heed should be kept up until he is 
about to hit some one, then he should 
put the head down and take the force 
of the bump on the headguard. 

Speed is the most important thing, 
but the runner should also know a 
few tricks to fool tacklers. Quick 
change of direction is one method. 
This is done by shortening and quick- 
ening the step just as the tackler ap 
proaches. 


Pivot Body 


Another method is to stop quickly 
at the proper time to cause the tackler 
to misdirect his tackle. Pivoting the 
body a full turn will also sometimes 
throw a tackler off his direction, and 
the runner can then go on. 

All these tricks must be carefully 
practised, so that as little time as pos- 
sible will be lost in using them.

Successful Studying 
WRITING YOUR THEME 


Are. you one of the boys or girls 
who.xshrinks from writing a theme? 
Are you one of the sort who delays 
writing it until the last minute, then 
writes such a poor one he dreads to: 
get it back with a grade on it? If 
you are, then you probably won't be- 
lieve me when I tell you that theme 
writing really isn’t so very hard. And 
this is the way to do it. 

Never write about something you 
haven’t experienced, or try to de- 
scribe a place you have never seen. 
Some famous writers have done this 
and been successful, as for example 
Defoe, but the chances are that you 
cannot. Take then, some _ familiar 
scene which you will have no diffi- 
culty remembering. The subject of 
a theme doesn’t matter a great deal, 
it is what you write. If your theme 
is to be description, write down what 
vou see, hear, feel and smell. Doesn't 
that give you lots of material to start 
with? Just imagine yourself in that 
place and recall those things. But 
you mustn’t use them all in a jumble 
—quite. Select the thing which secm- 
ed most important to you, and the 
next and the next, and maybe three 
or four more, if you can think of that 
many. For example, if. you entered 
a cafeteria or a restaurant the clatter 
of dishes and the smell of food would 
be the most prominent experience. 
Then you would notice the shining 
kettles and the steam rising from the 
containers and the waitresses in their 
white aprons. After that you might 
see red and green tomato and lettuce 
salads, and big ‘yellow cream puffs. 
And see what a picture of a cafeteria 
you have? 

Now if it is an essay you must 
write. LTissays are nothing more than 
people’s opinions about things. Select 
some thing which you either like or 
dislike very much and write about it. 
Try to figure out just what you like 
about it and why, or what you dislike 
about it and why. Deseribe it, too, 
but include with the description your 
own opinions, 

But perhaps this particular assign- 
ment was narrative, or a story about 
something that happened. In this 
case you will have to be more care 
ful in your choice of subject matter 
Choose something which has happened 
to yourself or one of your friends 
(only do this in case nothing has hap- 
pened to you.) Pick out something 
you thought was particularly funny, 
or particularly tragic, or particularly 
unfortunate. When you have done 
that, you will have a rood subject and 
it is sure to make a good story. Use 
a little description in your narrative, 
hut not very much. Stick to your sub- 
ject and keep things moving all the 
time, until the end of the incident. 
If the incident is a long one, you will 
have to condense the action; if it is 
a short one, you will have to put in 
more of the action. 

If you are going to write a theme 
soon, turn to this page and try this 
method. I think you will find writing 
lots easier.

How Alexander Bell 


That success is often due to acci- 
dent, or governed by trivial oceur- 
rences, is again proven by a _ story 
about Alexander Bell, inventor of the 
telephone. 


Bell had spent several years in his 
attempt to transmit the human voice 
over a wire. Telegraphs were then in 
use, but telephones were unthought of. 
Finally, 
sessed a machine which carried the 
human voice quite clearly, but he 
lacked the backing which puts over 
new inventions in the face of disbelief. 
Through a friend, who was convinced 
of the practicability of his telephone, 
he secured permission to exhibit it at 
the Centennial Exposition in Phil- 
adelphia in 1876, and a promise that 
the judges would examine it carefully. 

It had been a long day and the 
judges had looked over and _ tested 
a great number of inventions, among 
which were the grain binder and the 
electric light. so that by the time they 
reached Bell’s table they were not 
particularly interested, in what he 
had to offer. The machine was rude- 
ly constructed, and without testing its 
qualifications they were passing on, 
when something occurred which 
caused them to pause. , 


The Emperor Don Pedro of Brazil, 
who had once visited Bell when he 
conducted a school for deaf-mutes had 
Stopped at Bell’s table and was re- 
questing a demonstration of the new 
machine. The judges gathered 
around while the machine was being 
ndjusted and Don Pedro listened. For 
a moment there was silence, then the 
spectators were astonished by a shout, 
from the listener. 

“It talks!” 

Until ten o’elock that night the 
judges listened to the new telephone. 
After that, it became the best exhibit 
at the exposition and later received 
the certificate of award.
